BRIGHTON, ENGLAND, TARGET 
OF MOCK AIRPLANE RAID 


Roads Are Smeared With Liquid 
That Gives Off Fumes Similar 
to Mustard Gas.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—A Royal Air 
Force squadron raided Brighton 
for three hours today in a mock air 
attack designed to test the South 
Coast resort city’s air raid precau- 
tions. 

Steel-helmeted air raid wardens, 
special police bearing ‘respirators, 
fire brigades and first aid conting- 
ents patrolled the streets. 

A realistic effect was obtained by 
smearing roads with a liquid which 
gave off fumes,resembling those of 
mustard gas.

—If America’s divided workers are 
to find peace, it will be a peace be- 
tween the Committee for Industrial 


Organization and the rank and file 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. It will flow from no pact nego- 
tiated by the Federation's tight lit- 
tle executive council. 

John L, Lewis, generalissimo of 
the C I O, made that clear today in 
an interview with this reporter af- 
ter he had sent the delegates to 
the first general conference of the 
C I O back to their homes with 
the order to intensify their organi- 
zation drives on all: fronts. 

“In our proposal for a peace con- 
ference,” said Lewis, “we suggested 
that each organization be repre- 
sented by 100 persons. We did that 
because we wanted to be sure that 
the A. F, of L. delegation would be 
sufficiently representative of its 
membership to get around the 
closed corporation of its executive 
council. 

“We do not feel that the number 
is an arbitrary one, but that it was 
an intelligent suggestion. However, 
we will not refrain from discus- 
sions of unity because of a differ- 
ence of opinion as to the precise 
number of men who should con- 
duct them, but we will insist that 
the number be over and above one 
that could be dominated by the 
Federation's centralized clique of 


| 17 (the executive council, composed 


of the President, secretary-treasur- 
er and 15 vice-presidents), whose 
autocratic powers have beer furth- 
er increased by constitutional 
amendments adopted by the Denver 
convention.” 

(The A. F. of L. at Denver today 
decided to send only three of its 
leaders to Washington for a confer- 
ence Oct. 25, with a C I O com- 
mittee.) 


No Offer to Return to Fold. 


Lewis says he believes that the 
Federation’s membership is friendly 
and sympathetic to the C I O, and 
that real progress could be made 
at a conference at which the vari- 
ous international unions of the two 
labor camps were represented, but 
he is sure that it would be useless 
to negotiate with the Greens, 
Hutchesons, Freys, Whartons and 
Wolls of the A. F. of L. general 
staff. 

“I also want to emphasize that 
we have not offered to enter the 
fold of the A. F. of L.,” he went on. 
Asked whether this meant that his 
peace conference plendipotentiaries 
would propose a “united front” in 
which the two groups would work 
harmoniously side by side, he said: 

“It is futile to speculate about 
these things now, and I certainly 
have no desire to put on the robes 
of a prophet. All I can say is that 
our delegates will have full author- 
ity to probe that equation or any 
other one that may be presented.” 

Among the “other ones” has been 
suggested the possibility that the 
C I O might become a separate de- 
partment of industrial unions in 
the A. F. of L. similar to the pres- 
ent metal trades and building 
trades departments. 

No matter what proposal the 
peace conference evolves—and it 
now seems quite certain there will 
be a conference Oct. 25 despite all 
the blustering face-saving in the 
wires that passed between Denver 
and Atlantic City—it must provide 
for the continuation of industrial 
or vertical trade unionism, Lewis 
insisted. 

“There was a lifetime of experi- 
ence behind the judgment that 
caused us to organize this type of 
union,” Lewis said, “and it has been 
justified by the experience of the 
last two years. In no other way 
would it have been possible to or- 
ganize 4,000,000 of the unorganized 
in so short a time. And in another 
two years we shall have organized 
another 4,000,000. 

“We shall consent to nothing that 
might compromise industrial union- 
ism because that would mean that 
organized labor would once more 
be reduced to a small aristocracy 
of skilled trades.” 

“No Barrier to Harmony.” 


Lewis, however, added that he 
had no objection to skilled craft 
unions already in existence. The 
fact that the A. F. of L. is made 
up almost entirely of such unions 
while the: C I O is almost exclu- 
sively industrial was no barrier to 
harmony between them, he said. 

“We never were out to reorganize 
the organized, and we do not intend 
to start now,” Lewis declared. “It 
is and will be our policy to organize 
the unorganized.” 

The determination to continue 
this policy made it all but manda- 
tory for the Atlantic City confer- 
ence to authorize a call for the first 
natidnal convention of the C I O, 
he suid. Such a convention might 
dra‘'tva constitution for the C I O

DENVER, Oct. 16.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor agreed to- 
day to meet John L. Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
to try to end organized labor’s civil 
war. 

Each side will send a committee 
to Washington, Oct. 25, for a peace 
conference. 

A. F. of L. leaders, in private con- 
versation, were not overly optimis- 
tic of the chances for success of 
the conference. 

Asked whether he hoped it would 
succeed, William Green, president 
of the A. F. of L., refused to make 
a statement. 

This week the A. F. of L. conven- 
tion made plans for a fight to the 
finish if peace overtures came to 
nothing. : 

Three Offers by C I O. 


The C I O meeting in Atlantic 
City, N. J., made three offers to 
talk peace with the Federation. The 
first two were rejected because 
Federation leaders felt that they 
implied the A. F. of L. should con- 
cede before the conference started 
that the C I O had been right 
throughout the dispute. 

When Philip Murray, chairman of 
the Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee and Lewis’ first lieutenant, 
telegraphed today the C I O com- 
mittee would meet one from the 
A. F. of L., “with or without com- 
mitments,” the Federation’s Exec- 
utive Council] immediately wired: 

“The committee of the American 
Federation of Labor composed of 
Vice-Presidents Harrison, Woll and 
Bugniazet will meet your commit- 
tee Willard Hotel, Washington, D. 
C., Oct. 25, 10 a. m.” 

A. F. of L. Peace Committee. 


This peace committee was set up 
by the executive council at Miami, 
Fla., in January, 1936, in an effort 
to get Lewis to abandon the C I O. 
It was continued, but was inac- 
tive, after the council suspended 
10 C I O unions for “insurrection” 
Sept. 5, 1936. 

George Harrison, committee chair- 
man and President of the Rail- 
way Clerks, was long regarded as 
one of Lewis’ best friends in the 
A. F. of Io~Matthew Woll, vice- 
president of the Photo Engravers’ 
union, never joined the Federation 
faction that wanted to fight Lewis 
at every turn without any thought 
of peace. G. M. Bugniazet, secre- 
tary of the Electrical Workers, on 
the other hand, has been one of 
Lewis, most outspoken enemies, 


Indication C I O Will Stand Pat for 
Vertical Union. 
By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 16. 
—The Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, acting on a _ request 
from the American Federation of 
Labor, took the initiative today in 
calling a conference at Washington 
Oct. 25 to discuss the possibilities 
of a reconciliation and a united 
labor movement. 

Answering a telegram frqm the 
Federation saying “please advise 
when you are ready to meet,” John 
L. Lewis, chairman of the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization, and 
his leaders again proposed a meet- 
ing in Washington “if you decide to 
cease quibbling.” 

At the end of a week of moves 
and counter moves this telegram 
was sent by C I O leaders to Frank 
Morrison, secretary-treasurer of the 
Federation in Denver, which, like 
the C I O, ended its meetings yes- 
terday: 

“Our committee will meet your 
committee Willard (hotel) Wash- 
ington Oct. 25 with or without com- 
mitments as you prefer. If you de- 
cide to cease quibbling and attend 
conference advise me Pittsburgh.” 

There was every indication, how- 
ever, that the C I O would not com- 
promise its stand that industrial 
unionism must continue to be the 
backbone of labor progress. This 
apparent final offer bore the sig- 
nature of Philip Murray, chairman 
of the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, and chairman of a com- 
mittee of 10 men the CI O desip 
nated yesterday to conduct prelimi- 
nary negotiations with its labor 
rival in Washington. 

The offer was made when only 
Lewis and a small group of the 150 
officers of C I O unionSyremained 
here. Most of the other @elegates 
to the five-day conference strat- 
egy had already left.

HOW UTILITY PAID 
VOTERS TO REJECT 
UITY OWNERSHIP 


Iowa Company Offered 20 
Pct. Rate Reduction Pay- 
able Only After P WA 
Project Was Beaten. 


ELECTION CARRIED 
AND CHECKS MAILED 


Bribery Charged by Defeat- 
ed Candidates in Contest 
Suits Appeals on Which 
Are Pending.

IOWA CITY, Ia., Oct. 16.—That 
shower of refund checks which the 
light company here recently rained 
on its customers—an incident 
scathingly denounced by Harold L. 
Ickes, Public Works Administrator 
and Secretary of the Interior, in re- 
cent speeches—followed a storm 
that has raged for months around 
the issue of a municipal electric 
plant. 

Just before the checks were sent 
the City Council repealed an ordi- 
nance providing for construction of 
a city-owned generating and dis- 
tributing plant and withdrew an 
application for a Federal grant of 
$412,650 which had been approved 
by Ickes and President Roosevelt. 

And now the utility, the Iowa 
City Light & Power Co., proudly 
tellg the citizens that it has kept 
its bargain, that it has paid the 
price it offered months ago for 
abandonment of the municipal proj- 
ect which was to cost $917,000, in- 
cluding the P WA grant of $412,650. 

“Bribery” Charged in Suit. 

The strikingly unusual circum- 
stances of the transaction and the 
fact that last spring’s city election 
campaign was waged around the 
issue have caused proponents of 
municipal ownership to charge in 
a suit in State court that the condi- 
tions under which the refund was 
offered constituted “bribery.” 

Checks to the 4000 residence elec- 
tric customers averaged slightly 
over $12, for a total of $49,000. In- 
dustrial and commercial users re- 
ceived a total refund of $45,000, and 
in some cases their checks were for 
as much as $500 and $600. 

The refund offer was made in 
June, 1935, when the company pro- 
posed a rate reduction averaging 
about 20 per cent. 

To the proposal was attached the 
interesting condition that each cus- 
tomer’s account would be kept on 
the books at both the old and the 
new rate, that as long as the mu- 
nicipal plant project remained offi- 
cially alive he would be expected to 
pay at the old rate, but that on 
formal abandonment of the city 
plan the new rates would be made 
effective as of July, 1935, and each 
customer would receive a cash re- 
fund of the difference between his 
bills at the old rate and the re- 
duced rate. 

Tis was frankly held out by the 
company as an inducement to the 
citizens to give up the municipal 
plant. The company declared it 
was fighting for its life and was 
willing to make concessions to hold 
its business. 

No State Commission. 


Absence of a State commission 
for regulation of public utilities 
made this arrangement possible. 
Iowa is one of the few states 
without such a commission. AS 
there was no State body whose con- 
sent was necessary, the rate pro- 
posal was wholly a matter between 
the company and the city. 

How effective the method was, as 
the company in its monthly state- 
ments pointedly reminded the cus- 
tomers of the growing amount of 
their impounded refunds, is shown 
by the fact that in less than two 
years a public ownership city ad- 
ministration was overthrown and 
one committed to abandonment of 
the project was installed. 

Administrator Ickes, in his radio 
address from Austin, Tex., said he 
had “never before heard: of such 
an outrageous proposition.” He de- 
scribed the utility’s course of action 
as “money talks propaganda.” 

“T don’t know whether it is legal 
or illegal,” he said, “but I do be- 
lieve that it lies well outside the 
bounds of public as well as of pri- 
vate utility ethics. Of course, in 
the end the citizens of Iowa City 
must decide for themselves whether 
the financial inducement held out 
by the Iowa City Light & Power 
Co. is of greater value to them than 
their own self-respect.” 

Practical Business Technique. 


The company’s view is that it was 
an open and above-board business 
proposition. A practical result was 
sought and a practical method was 
used to attain it.

TO BAR RACE MEET 


Rhode Island Governor Forbids 
Opening of Narragansett 
Track. 


By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 16.— 
Gov. Robert E. Quinn, in a formal 
proclamation, tonight declared “a 
state of insurrection” existed at 
Narragansett Race Track. The ac- 
tion was taken to prevent opening 
of the fall horse racing season on 
Monday. 

The “state of insurrection,” the 


proclamation set forth, also includ- 
ed territory one mile in all direc- 
tions from the race track owned by 
Walter E. O’Hara, with whom 
Quinn has been violently at odds 
for several weeks. 


George Mackie, the Governor's 
secretary, said the proclamation 
meant that troops of the Rhode 
Island National Guard would be 
stationed around the track “not 
later than Monday morning.” 

Even as Quinn promulgated his 
order, workmen labored to get the 
track in readiness for the opening. 

Quinn, in his proclamation, 
charged that O’Hara had “imported 
known criminals” into Rhode Is- 
land “to intimidate public officials” 
and that he had “caused large num- 
bers of Pawtucket police to mtim- 
idate and prevent public officials 
from performing their duties.” 


The $2,000,000 race track is situ- 
ated in Pawtucket. 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
overruled the State racing divi- 
sion’s suspension of the track’s li- 
cense. Quinn contended, however, 
the track cannot open legally Mon- 
day because a list of its officers 
was not filed 10 days before the 
opening. 


SON, 67, MURDERS MOTHER, 87, 
AND THEN KILLS HIMSELF 


Jumps Under Moving Freight Train 
After Killing Blind Widow 
With Hammer.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 16. — Albert 
Neiert, 67 years old, killed his blind, 
87-year-old mother, Mrs. Susan 
Neiert, today and then killed him- 


self by throwing himself under a 
freight train. 

A heavy hammer was found near 
Mrs, Neiert’s body in her home. 
Coroner Frank M. Coppock Jr., who 
said the widow’s skull had been 
fractured and who returned a ver- 
dict of murder and suicide, made 
public a note left by Neiert for 
other members of his family. 

“T have taken her life,” it said. 
“We will not be separated.” 

After a family quarrel earlier in 
the day, a brother had obtained @ 
warrant for Neiert’s arrest on a dis- 


orderly conduct charge. 


YOUTH. 18, TELLS 
HOW HE MURDERED 
DOCTOR AND WIFE 


Confesses Killing Pair in 
Maine, Then Driving 
Through Six States With 
Bodies in Auto.

NORTH ARLINGTON, N. J., 
Oct. 16.—Paul Dwyer, 18 years old, 
of South Paris, Me., faced quick 
removal to Maine tonight after 
Prosecutor John J. Breslin an- 
nounced he confessed killing an el- 
derly physician and his wife, put- 
ting their bodies in a car and driv- 
ing through six Northeastern 
states. 

Dwyer, South Paris (Me.) high 
school junior and son of a widowed 
nurse, was arrested shortly after 
4 a.m. by two patrolmen, who saw 
the worn soles of his shoes stick- 
ing out of the window of a parked 
automobile where he slept—so tired 
from a 56-hour ride that he told 
police, “My eyes were sore.” 

Taken to police headquarters for 
routine questioning as a vagrant, 
the youth was said by Police Chief 
George Shippee to have described 
readily the murder of Dr. John G. 
Littlefield, 67, South Paris physi- 
cian, and his wife, Lydia, 64. 


Woman’s Body Found First. 

Dwyer began to talk after a pa- 
trolman, making a quick search of 
the car, reported-he found the body 
of Mrs. Littlefield on the floor be- 
low the back seat, with suit cases 
and blankets piled on top of her. 

“I might as well tell you,” Ship- 
pee quoted Dwyer as _ saying. 
“there’s a man in the back trunk. 
I killed him, too.” In the trunk 
police found Dr. Littlefield’s body. 

Authorities of Oxford County, 
Me., notified immediately, came 
here to return the youth, who po- 
lice said expressed a desire “to go 
back to Maine, because they don’t 
have capital punishment there.” 

A formal waiver of extradition 
was signed by Dwyer, and he was 
handed over to the Sheriff and 
placed in the county jail.

Navy planes struck at rail cen- 
ters and depots south and west of 
Shanghai in an effort to keep men 
and supplies from reaching the Chi- 
nese armies near this city. 

Chinese officials said the Jap- 
anese bombed two trains carrying 
Chinese wounded near Kashing, on 
the Nanking-Shanghai Railway, 
killing or additionally wounding 40. 

In the Shanghai area, the bom- 
bardments centered on the railways 
west to Nanking and south to 
Hangchow, the two main rail ar- 
teries from this city. 

Japanese airmen also bombarded 
the Chinese military airdrome on 
the outskirts of Nanking, but did 
little damage.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Par- 
ticipation of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the nine-Power treaty 
conference on the Chinese-Japanese 


war was assured today with formal 
acceptance of an invitation to send 


a delegation to Brussels, where the 


parley has been called for Oct. 30. - 

Five minutes after the Belgian 
Government’s invitation had been 
presented by its Ambassador, Count 
Robert Van Der Straten-Ponthoz, 
Secretary of State Hull announced 
this Government’s acceptance and 
named a delegation of five to rep- 
resent it. 

A similar invitation was sent by 
Belgium to the seven other signa- 
tories, including Japan and China. 
The nine-Power treaty was drawn 
up to guarantee China’s territorial 
and administration sovereignty. 

Norman H. Davis of New York, 
President Roosevelt’s ‘“Ambassador- 
at-large,” was designated to act as 
chief spokesman for the United 
States in conference efforts to find 
a formula for a peaceable adjust- 
ment of the Far Eastern conflict. 

Secretary Hull announced the 
delegation would depart the middle 
of next week. It was understood 
the party probably would sail on 
the United States liner Washington 
leaving New York Wednesday. 

To Seek Peace by Negotiation. 
Davis is expected to follow a 
policy, already outlined by the Pres- 
ident, directed toward obtaining an 
agreement between China and Ja- 
pan to. cease their hostilities and 
strive for a negotiated peace. 

With Davis will go the State De- 
partment’s expert on Far Eastern 
and European problems, Dr. Stan- 

_ Iéy K. Hornbeck, special political 
adviser to Secretary Hull on Far 
Eastern affairs, and Jay Pierrepont 
Moffat, chief of the department’s 
European division. The delegation 
also will include Robert T. Pell, an 
attache of the European division, 
who will act as press officer, and 


Charles E. Bohien, secretary. Pell, be 


a former newspaper correspondent, 
was a technical adviser and press 
attache at the 1935 London naval 
conference. Bohlen, from Ipswich, 
Mass., has been in the foreign serv- 
ice eight years and is considered an 
expert on Russian affairs. 

Hull told reporters, after accept- 
ance of the invitation, he had no 
knowledge as yet of the program 
with which the conference would 
deal. President Roosevelt indicated 
plainly yesterday at Hyde Park, 
however, that this country’s pri- 
mary objective in the Brussels con- 
ference will be to seek mediation of 
the conflict. 

Hull declined to predict what fur- 
ther steps this government might 
take should the mediation attempt 
fail. 

Text of U. S. Acceptance. 

The text of the American govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the Belgian 
invitation to the conference fol- 
lows: . 

“The Secretary of State presents 
his compliments to the royal Bel- 
gian Ambassador and has the hon- 
or to acknowledge receipt of his 
note of Oct. 16, 1937, stating that 
the royal Belgian government, at 
the request of the British govern- 
ment and,with the approval of the 
government of the United States, 
proposes to the States signatory to 
the treaty of Feb. 6. 1922, that they 
meet in Brussels on Oct. 30 for the 
purpose of examining, in conform- 
ity wit hArticle VII of that treaty. 
the situation in the Far East and 
of studying peaceable means of 
hastening an end of the regrettable 
conflict which prevails there. 

“The Government of the United 
States is glad to accept this invita- 
tion and the President has desig- 
mated the Honorable Norman H.

Generalissimo’s Political Coun- 
selor Predicts Long, Bitter 
Struggle ‘With Japan.

NANKING, Oct. 16.—W. H. Don- 
ald, Australian newspaper man who 
is Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
political adviser, counselor and 
friend, said today he expected the 
conflict with Japan to be a long, 
bitter struggle, with China even- 
tually coming out on top. 

Donald, an intimate both of the 
Generalissimo and Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek, assists them in preparing 
speeches, state papers and radio 
broadcasts. He takes an active 
part with Mme. Chiang in directing 
China’s air forces. He is their 
“contact man” with foreign ambas- 
sadors and distinguished foreign 
visitors. 

Donald has spent 33 years in 
China. He was a correspondent 
for a New York newspaper and was 
secretary to Dr. Sun Yat-sen, first 
President of the Chinese Republic. 
“ He is said to wield more influence 
with Chiang than most high Chi- 
-nese officials—although he speaks 
almost no Chinese and Chiang 
even less English. He accompanies 
Chiang everywhere, even on visits 
to the front. He has had several 
narrow escapes from death with 
his chief. He refuses all compen- 
sation for his services. 

“If you wonder how I have stood 
China for 33 years,” he wrote to an 
American friend recently, “I can 
only say I accomplished it by hav- 
ing a sense of humor and the abil- 
ity to laugh at myself and my own 
faults. I expect nothing ever to 
happen according to logic or to 
Hoyle, Therefore I am never dis- 
appointed.”

Defenders, Stiffening Their 
Resistance, Counter - At- 
tack in Attempt to Stop 
Insurgents’ Advance.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish 
Frontier, Oct. 16.—Asturian de- 
fenders stiffened their resistance 
today against insurgents driving 
from éast and south toward Gijon, 
seaport and last Spanish Govern- 
ment stronghold on Spain’s north- 
western coast, 

Government officers declared 
their troops had counter-attacked 
and recaptured four small villages 
west of Arriondas, Sella River town 
25 miles east of Gijon on the San- 
tander-Gijon highway. 

Insurgents admitted their in- 
fantry had met additional re- 
sistance but said they advanced 
northeast of Arriondas after hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

Air bombardments of Asturian 
villages accompanied the insurgent 
drive, the government reported. 
Madrid ditpatches said Aviles, Co- 
lunga, Gijon and Villavicosia were 
subjected to insurgent airplane 
raids. 

Government aircraft were active 
on the Aragon front in northeastern 
Spain. The central munitions fac- 
tory at Zaragoza, insurgent-held 
city, was reported destroyed by gov- 
ernment bombs. 

At Irun, the insurgent high com- 
mand announced government forces 
suffered thousands of casualties on 
the Biscayan fronts alone during 
the last 45 days of warfare. The re- 
port said 7230 were killed, 14,000 
were wounded and 9171 sur- 

endered or were taken prisoner. 
"Fighting 25 Miles From Madrid. 

Reports from Madrid said fierce 
fighting took place in_the vicinity 
of Cuesca de la Reina and West 
Sesena, in the valley of Aranjuez, 
about 25 miles south of Madrid 
near the confluence of the Tajo and 
Jarama rivers. 

Heavy artillery fire started at 
dawn from insurgent positions in 
Sesena itself and in the dominat- 
ing position at Cuesca de la Reina. 
Insurgent infantry and _ tanks 
pressed forward along the Sesena 
road behind the artillery barrage. 
The violence of the insurgent on- 
slaught forced Government troops 
to / withdraw temporarily from 
trenches on both sides of the road.

Ten bodies were removed from 
the ruins of houses partly destroyed 
in Barcelona by last night’s heavy 
bombing. 

France Admits Asturians. 

At Lorient, France, Asturian 
provincial officials who arrived 
aboard the Spanish trawler Somo 
gained refuge in France after an 
inspection showed their credentials 
were in order. 

The Somo had been kept an- 
chored in port since yesterday on 
orders of the French Ministry of 
the Interior, and members of the 
crew refused to feed the refugees. 

Port authorities took them food 
and later, on permitting them to 
land, said the provincial officials 
had left their posts with permission 
of the Government, possessed pass- 
ports and were plentifully supplied 
with money. 

The refugees requested their 
names be kept secret to prevent 
reprisals against relatives sti in 
Spain.

With the doctor’s body stuffed 
into the automobile trunk, the con- 
fession continued, Dwyer’ then 
drove to the Littlefield home and 
told the doctor’s wife her husband 
had killed two men with an auto- 
mobile and had fled town. The 
youth proferred to drive Mrs. Lit- 
tlefield to Boston to meet her 
“fugitive” husband. 

“We drove to Boston,” Chief 
Shippee quoted Dwyer as gonfess- 
ing. “We were expecting Dr. Lit- 
tlefield, but he didn’t arrive—and, 
of course, he couldn’t. So I went 
to a telephone booth and called a 
wrong number. I told Mrs. Little- 
field that the doctor had gone to 
Concord, N. H. So we went to Con- 
cord.” 

A long drive took Dwyer, the un- 
suspecting Mrs. Littlefield, and, in 
the auto’s trunk, her dead husband 
to Concord, N. H., where “we wait- 
ed until late Thursday for the doc- 
tor to arrive, but of course he 
couldn't.” : 

Then, Dwyer drove to Manches- 
ter, N.H. Back to Concord, through 
Boston, Newburyport and Ports- 
mouth to Portland. 

Tells of Killing Woman. 

Dwyer’s signed confession, Ship- 
pee said, then read: 

“IT decided to take her home and 
the body to Oxford County court- 
house and confess. We stopped to 
rest somewhere between Portland 
and South Paris. I was so tired 
my eyes were sore. I hadn't slept 
since Tuesday. While we were 
parked, we began talking about 
the doctor. I was so tired I appar- 
ently let something slip. Mrs. Lit- 
tlefield questioned me closely about 
what I had done with the doctor. 

“I tried to stall her off, and was 
just going to tell her about the doc- 
tor when she accused me of killing 
him. She said she knew it and was 
going up the road to get someone 
to straighten it out.” 

Shippee said the confession then 
related that they argued, she be- 
gan to blow the horn, and “I grab- 
bed her by the throat and held her 
until she stopped fighting.” 

“IT put her body in the back on 
the floor and covered her with 
blankets and suitcases,” Shippee 
said the confession read. “I looked 
in her purse, which was on the 
front seat and saw about $150 and 
some jewelry.” 

Then the endless driving began 
anew, through Portland, Newbury- 
port, outskirts of Boston, Walden, 
New Haven, Hartford, New York, 
New Jersey, and finally here, where 
he parked the car in a vacant lot, 
and went to sleep.

When British deported five lead- 
ers of the Arab Higher Committee 
Oct. 1, they ousted the Mufti as

The Mufti then stayed within the 
Mosque of Omar, which was so hal- 
lowed police would not invade it 
to arrest him.

C1O and Politics. 


Lewis’ philosophy seems to have 
changed but little in the last year. 
The successes that it bought have 
convinced him of the rightness of 
emphasizing industrial organization 
as the way to salvation for labor, 
with political action merely a by- 
product. However, there seems to 
be a tendency on his part to make 
greater and greater use of this by- 
product. 

“It is the first task of labor to 
organize unions, to win the right of 
assemblage and to crystallize its 
views,” he said. “Political freedom 
is impossible without economic free- 
dom. That has been demonstrated 
over and over again by corporations 
that dominated the votes of their 
workers as Weir dominated Weir- 
ton. It is one of the great &accom- 
plishments of the CIO that it 
made it possible for labor to cast 
its votes for a liberal candidate for 
national office in 1936.” 

The CIO is ret in politics as 
such, Lewis says, but as it grows 
it will seek more and more to use 
its political strength to augment 
the economic strength out of which 
that very political power springs.

With Committee and Board 
of Aldermen, He Will Go 
to Jefferson City Tomor- 
row. 


Mayor Dickmann and the Relief 

Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men will present to Gov. Stark in 
Jefferson City tomorrow the city’s 
demand that the State take over’ 
the full burden of meeting relief 
costs in St. Louis. 
' The Mayor told reporters at 
City Hall yesterday he had ar- 
ranged the conference for 10:30 a. 
m. tomorrow. He said he did not 
know whether members of the State 
Social Security Commission, which 
controls the State’s relief expendi- 
tures, would be present. 

Anticipating the demand which 
the city is to present to the Gov- 
ernor tomorrow, the Social Se- 
curity Commission announced last 
week that after conferring with the 
Governor it had determined not to 
pay more than 60 per cent of the 
relief needs of any community in 
the State. 

“The only solution of St. Louis’ 
problem is for the Governor to 
order immediate allocation of the 
funds needed to St. Louis,” Mayor 
Dickmann said. “This city pays the 
largest share of the sales tax and 
should get the largest amount for 
relief.” 

In a unanimous resolution Fri- 
day the Board of Aldermen stat- 
ed that St. Louis could not be ex- 
pected to make any further contri- 
butions toward relief here. The 
resolution stated that St. Louisans 
will pay $16,800,000 through the 
sales tax in 1937 and 1938, and that 
the city will get back from the 
State only $6,000,000 for relief, old 
age pensions, and child welfare. 

Lacking any city money, the St. 
Louis Relief Administration has for 
this month only $136,000 of State 
money, to meet a need estimated 
at $270,000. As a result, the relief 
administration is alloting only food 
to the 30,000 men, women and chil- 
dren under its care, and has 
stopped paying rent, or making al- 
lowances for fuel and other neces- 
saries. 


The relief meeting sponsored by 
the Social Planning Council, to 
which its member welfare ‘agencies 
and other civic groups have been 
invited to send representatives, will 
be held tomorrow afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock at the Bishop Tuttle Memo- 
rial Building, 1210 Locust street. 

A committee will report of the 
status of the relief problem, and 
possibly recommend steps toward 
its solution. 

Dr. Llewellyn Sale, president of 
the council, said there would be 
thore suffering in St. Louis this 
winter than in the darkest days of 
the depression, unless something is 
done soon to meet the situation. 

“Relief needs are not now being 
met,” he said. “Hundreds of chil- 
dren are undernourished and with- 
out sufficient clothing for protec- 
tion against the cold weather. Fam- 
ilies are threatened with eviction 
because present funds will not per-

REPORTED TAKEN

Sample Cases Recovered 
Near Illinois Road After 
Two St. Louisans Tell of 
$35,000 Robbery. 


Some of the jewelry which Ru- 
dolph E. Huesgen and Ralph A. 
Sweet of the Bauman-Massa 
Jewelry Co. reported was taken 
from them by three or four rob- 
bers Friday night after their re- 
turn from a sales trip to Spring- 


field, Ill, was found yesterday 
morning nine miles east of Ed- 
wardsville, near Illinois Highway 
No. 43. That recovered was valued 
at about $3000. All the jewelry, 
valued by Huesgen at $35,000, was 
insured. 

Huesgen, vice-president of the 
company, and Sweet, a salesman, 
had reported that the robbers 
forced them to ride through the 
city and county for more than 
three hours, taking the jewelry and 
$27 in cash, and then bound their 
wrists and left them in a field in 
South St. Louis. Their account, 
summarized, was as follows: 

A man carrying a_ revolver 
jumped from the running board of 
another car in the 700 block of 
North Seventh street about 7:30 
o’clock and got in the back seat 
of their machine. Seemingly un- 
familiar with St. Louis streets, he 
directed Sweet to drive to a dark 
place, engaging him in conversation 
and telling him he had nothing to 
fear, but warning him not to look 
back. The other car followed. 

By a circuitous route they rode 

through North St. Louis to the 
South Side and stopped on Henri- 
etta street, near Compton avenue, 
where the robber took 75 diamond 
rings and 45 packets of unset dia- 
monds, chips and stones weighing 
up to one carat, from a brief case 
in the automobile trunk. Huesgen 
valued these rings and stones at 
$20,000. 
A second robber joined the first 
in the back seat of their car and 
they were ordered to proceed to 
some unfrequented road in the 
county. They rode out United 
States Highway No. 66 several 
miles and turned north on a dirt 
road. 

On this road they stopped again 
and the robbers took five sample 
cases containing miscellaneous jew- 
elry valued at $15,000, robbed them 
of the cash and bound their wrists 
behind them. With one of the rob- 
bers driving, they returned to St. 
Louis, going to a field near January 
and Columbia avenues. The robbers 
took their ignition key, but Sweet 
had a duplicate, so after Huesgen 
had worked his wrists loose and un- 
bound Sweet, they went to the 
Mounted District Police Station, 
pausing at a tavern for a bracer. 
They got no clear view of the rob- 
bers’ faces. 

The jewelry recovered was found 
in the sample cases. _ It included 81 
rings set with small diamonds, 46 
wrist watch cases and 128 ring 
mountings. In one of the cases 
was an inventory sheet bearing 
Huesgen’s name.

GETS PAROLE HEARING 


Roy Joe Lewis, Serving Life, 
to Appear Before State 
Board Tuesday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16.~— 
Roy Joe Lewis, participant with 
his two brothers in the sensational 
murder of two St. Louis policemen 
21 years ago, for which crime he 
is serving a life sentence in the 
State penitentiary, will appear be- 
fore the State Board of Penal Com- 
missioners Tuesday for a hearing 
on his application for a parole, 
This is the second time since 
his imprisonment on April 7, 1917, 
exactly a year after the crime, that 
he has sought clemency. He had @ 
hearing before the board in July, 
1927, but the board took no ac- 
tion, 

Roy Lewis, now 45 years old, has 
at various times been a trusty. In 
August, 1925, his trusty status, 
which permitted him to drive a 
truck for the prison farm depart- 
ment for several months, was re- 
voked after protests had been made 
to the Penal Board. 

In February, 1935, when he was 
chauffeur for Warden J. M. San- 
ders, it was disclosed that he had 
had a week of freedom in Kansas 
City, where he had driven Sanders 
to St. Joseph’s Hospital. 

Roy Lewis and his brother, Ora, 
were convicted of the murder of 
Motorcycle Policeman John Me 
Kenna, who was shot while he was 
preparing to take them into custody 
for questioning about automobile 
thefts. The brothers got death sen- 
tences, but Roy’s sentence was ree 
duced to life imprisonment by Cire 
cuilt Judge J. Hugo Grimm, who 
conducted the trial, on the ground 
that the punishment was excessive. 

Ora Lewis’ sentence was later 
commuted to life imprisonment by 
the late Gov. Frederick D. Gardner 
because, following the conviction, 
the State Legislature passed a law, 
later repealed, abolishing capital 
punishment in the “ate. Ora Lewis 
is now also a prisoner in the peni- 
tentiary. He is 40 years old. 

The third brother, Frank, was 
caught two years after the crime in 
Denver and taken to Topeka, Kan, 
for trial oh a mail robbery charge, 
He died in October, 1918, in jail. 

Shortly after the Lewis brothers 
had killed McKenna they were 
spotted by Patrolman William A, 
Dillon, who saw an automobile sim- 
ilar to the one in which they had 
been driving and followed it into an 
alley. Dillon was murdered with a 
hatchet and spade and his body 
was later found in a ravine on Lind- 
bergh road, then Denny road. 

Roy Lewis was captured about @ 
week after the crime and Ora the 
following September. Both made 
full confessions.

Under the heading “Important,” 
the following was printed over the 
circle:

In a circular letter sent with the 
refund check, the company’s vice- 
president and general manager, R. 
E. Taylor, said the company consid- 
ered that by repealing the munici- 
pal plant ordinance and withdraw- 
ing the application for PWA 
funds the city had removed the 
“threat of destruction of the com- 
pany’s property,” and that the com- 
pany was fulfilling its pledge to the 
people.

Association Objects to Proposed 
Tax; Contends Garages Should 
Pay, Too. 


The Parking Lot Operators’ As- 
sociation, 715 Delmar boulevard, has 
sent a protest to the Board of Al- 
dermen against a pending bill to 
tax parking lots 2 cents per square 
foot annually. Garages. should be 
taxed also and the proposed rate 
was unjustly high, the association 
declared. 

It said a fair tax, based on vol- 
ume of business, was acceptable, 
suggesting a maximum charge of 
$25 a year per each $5000 of gross 
receipts, or % of 1 per cent, on 
parking lots and garages. Busi- 
ness of many of the lots, the asso- 
ciation went on, varied with the 
season, weather, time of day or lo- 
cation, so that a tax based on re- 
ceipts rather than lot area would 
be more equitable.

PRESIDING BISHOP 


Rev. Henry St. George 
Tucker Elected at Cin- 
cinnati Convention.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 16. — The Rt. 
Rev. Henry St. George Tucker, 
Bishop of Virginia, was elected the 
nineteenth presiding bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church today. 
Bishop Tucker, widely known as 
a missionary and head of the Vir- 
ginia Diocese since 1927, was chosen 
on the second ballot in the House of 
Bishops of the fifty-second trien- 
nial general convention and his se- 
lection was confirmed by the House 
of Deputies. He will take office 
Jan. 1, succeeding the Rt. Rev. 
James DeWolf Perry of Providence, 
R. L, presiding bishop for seven 
years. 
The bishops were pledged to se- 
crecy on details of the balloting. 
Bishop Perry was one of three per- 
sons nominated by a joint commit- 
tee of the House of Bishops and 
House of Deputies. The others 
were the Rt. Rev. William Bertrand 
Stevens, Bishop of Los Angeles, 
and the Rt. Rev. William George 
McDowell, Bishop of Alabama. 
Eligible to Serve Six Years. 
Bishop Tucker, who lives in Rich- 
mond, will take over the spiritual 
and temporal leadership of the 
church with an increase of power 
for the office. The present con- 
vention made the office of presid- 
ing bishop, heretofore the spiritual 
leader, one of administrative au- 
thority, by combining it with the 
presidency of the National Council, 
or board of directors. The depu- 
ties also voted today, subject to 
concurrence by the bishops to in- 
crease the presiding bishop’s salary 
from $12,000 a year to $15,000. He 
will be allowed $5000 a year for ex- 
penses. 
Now 63 years old, Bishop Tucker 
will be eligible to serve six years 
under a new retirement rule. 
The Rt. Rev. William T. Man- 
ning, Bishop of New York, who is 
allied with the “High Church” 
group, said: “Bishop Tucker’s elec- 
tion will have the approval of the 
whole church. He has the confi- 
dence of us all.” 
The presiding bishop-elect said: 
“I do hope that we may all united- 
ly go forward to the realization of 
the great missionary task which 
Our Lord has entrusted to this 
church. The only hope for over- 
coming the turmoil which at the 
present time is being manifested in 
so many parts of the world is in 
the spirit of brotherhood which was 
brought into the world by Christ. 
. Through the help of God I 


intend to give myself as fully as 
| possible to the task.” 
| Vigorous Missionary Policy. 
The administration cf Bishop 
_Tucker is expected to be marked 
by a vigorous missionary policy, 
| particularly in the Far East where 
| he served many years. 
| After becoming a priestxin 1899. 
| he went to Japan and in 1902 be- 
| Came president of St. Paul’s Uni- 
| versity, in Tokio, a position he held 
for 10 years. Then he was elected 
missionary Bishop of Kyoto, Japan, 
and served as such until 1923. when 
he became professor of theology in 
the Virginia Theological Seminary. 
He was elected Bishop Coadjutor of 
Virginia in 1926 and was elevated 
to the head of the diocese a year 
later. 
Bishop Tucker has been a mem- 
ber of the National Council for sev- 
eral years. He is married and the 
author of a book, “Reconciliation 
Through Christ.” He was born in 
Warsaw, Va., July 16, 1874, and was 
graduated from the University of 
Virginia and the Virginia Theo- 
logical School.

went on a mysterious rendezvous 
when he was last seen. 

She asserted that a truck had 
sped from the Embassy to Le 
Havre, the French port, from which 
a Soviet freighter sailed Sept. 23.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Repre- 
sentative Arthur P. Lamneck, Co- 
lumbus, O., Democrat, sent to 
members of Congress today a ten- 
tative draft of a wage-hour bill he 
expects to introduce at the coming 
special session as a substitute for 
the pending administration Black- 
Connery measure. 

A letter accompanying the draft 
termed the Black-Connery bill “rev- 
olutionary,” and _ invited House 
members to attend a meeting here 
to discuss the proposed substitute. 

The Lamneck bill would amend 
the Federal Trade Act to provide 
that “the employment of workers 
under any substandard labor con- 
dition in occupations in commerce, 
in the production of goods for 
commerce, or otherwise directly 
affecting commerce, shall be an un- 
fair method of competition in com- 
merce.” 

The draft defines a “substand- 
ard labor condition” as a “condi- 
tion of employment under which 
any individual is employed at an 
oppressive wage; or any individual 
is employed for an oppressive work 
week, or oppressive child labor ex- 
ists.” 

Lamneck, an opponent of several 
administration proposals, objected 
to the pending wage-hour bill on 
the ground it would invest’ the 
President with “unprecedented pow- 
er’ through a board of five to de- 
termine fair wages and working 
conditions and to prohibit child 
labor. 

Lamneck said his bill would en- 
courage States to pass supplemen- 
tary laws for intrastate commerce. 

Lamneck said his measure would 
not affect large groups of employes 
in various local businesses and in- 
dustries, applying only to inter- 
state business. 

Congress, he said, could not leg- 
islate control over intrastate busi- 
ness. 

The Federal Trade Commission, 
Lamneck said, would be given au- 
thority under his bill to cite em- 
ployers for unfair trade practices 
if they employ persons at oppres- 
sive wages or working hours or 
when oppressive child labor exists. 

Living standards in various com- 
munities would be the Trade Com- 
mission’s measure for establishing 
minimum wages and hours in any 
specific industry. 

The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers in a statement issued to- 
day, said the administration’s wage- 
hour bill, would not pass Congress 
if employers, workers and farm- 
ers understood “its inherent dan- 
gers.” It continued: “The manu- 
facturer is leading the way toward 
recovery,” boosting wages 9.2 per 
cent above the 1929 peak of pros- 
perity. 

“To saddle him with the  cen- 
tralized and necessarily bureau- 
cratic control envisioned by the 
wage-hour bill,” said the statement, 
“would add .new burdens more 
likely to harm than to help the 
workers.” 


TRAIN BOMBING TRIALS 
RESET FROM NOV. | TO 15 


| Federal Judge Briggle Denies Plea 
for Bill of Particulars Except 
on Anti-Trust Count. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 16— 
United States. District Judge 
Charles G. Briggle denied in part 
today a petition for a bill-of par- 


ticulars filed by attorneys for 41 
defendants named in indictments 
in connection with the bombing of 
trains moving from Central and 
Southern Illinois coal fields. 

At the same time, Judge Briggle 
moved the trial date back to Nov. 
15 from Nov. 1 because of illness 
of one of the defense attorneys. 

The three indictments, returned 
last December, charged conspiracy 
to violate the Sherman anti-trust 
laws, the Anti-Racketeering Act, 
and to obstruct the United States 
mails. 

Judge Briggle allowed the bill of 
particulars to apply only to the 
anti-trust indictment, in which Gov- 
ernment must point out definitely 
where, when and how the alleged 
bombings occurred. The defense 
contended the indictments were not 
sufficiently specific. 

The court ruled that the other 
two indictments could be combined 
for trial.

New York Detectives Guard Dicta- 
tor’s Son, on Ship Seven Hours 
Before Sailing Time.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16. — Closely 
guarded by detectives, Vittorio Mus- 
solini,. 21-year-old son of Premier 
Benito Mussolini of Italy, sailed for 
home today on the Italian liner 
Rex. 

He boarded the liner at 4:30 
o’clock this morning, seven hours 
before sailing time, ostensibly to 
avoid anti-Fascist demonstrations. 

Detectives and plain-clothes men 
of the criminal alien squad kept a 
sharp watch over Mussolini until 
the ship: was safely down the har- 
bor. When a package addressed to 
Mussolini arrived aboardship, the 
detectives ripped it open before 
turning it over to him. It con- 
tained a small portable phonograph. 

Young Mussolini denied he was 
called back by his father because of 
the reported displeasure of the Pre- 
mier over President Roosevelt's Chi- 
cago speech or war-like nations. “I 
haven’t heard from my father at all 
since I left Italy,” he said. 

He said he did not know, either, 
about his brother, Bruno, flying for 
the insurgent forces in Spain. Al- 
though he himself took part in the 
Ethiopian campaign as an aviator, 
he denied having made a statement 
that “bombing towns is asport and 
a thrill.” 

He said he expected to return to 
the United States in the near fu- 
ture.

The machine has airplane wings 
which may be detached in three 
minutes. On street or road, the 
propellor does not revolve, the ma- 
chine operating like any other auto- 
mobile.

Improvements Include New Styling, 
More Engine Power and Body 
Mounting Change. 
Changes in radiator and hood 
design, new coil spring rear sus- 
pension, increase in power and gas- 
oline economy without engine size 
change, a body mounting method 
which reduces noises, and a option 
of a new self shifting transmission, 
are made features of the new Buick 
cars which are now being shown 
in the St. Louis district.

The new “Dynaflash” engine has 
special dome shaped “turbulator” 
piston, for controlled burning of the 
fuel mixture and a higher compres- 
sion ratio without detonation or 
“ping.”

ODAY Primo is 31 years of 

age. He should be in the prime 
of life, in spite of the varicose 
veins that still make him the sub- 
ject of physical examination 
every time he fights in a strange 
community. 

But nature did not design him 
for a fighter. He hasn't the fight- 
ing spirit, the mental resistance 
needed to recover from punish- 
ment or the co-ordination of mind 
and muscle needed _ to lift a 
fighter above the commonplace. 
Just a. big, well-conditioned giant 
with a wagon-tongue ieft hand 
good enough to keep off ordinary 
attackers. That he was “too big 
to be hurt,” was a myth exploded 
by several foes. 

Primo’s mental turnover was 
not fast enough—and that al] too 
frequently is the trouble with 
huge fighters. They can’t think 
and act quickly enough to get 
results. 


Any fast heavyweight with a 
damaging. punch could wreck 
Carnera, as Joe Louis showed. 
And a similar fate awaits all 
leviathans of the future. 

With Carnera died the belief 
that mere bulk dominates the 
ring. The story of Carnera, and 
that of other huge fighters, 
proves that the sword fish will 
always be mightier than the 
whale.

He had a big time for several 
years, and lived a life he could 
not otherwise have dreamed of.

Car- 
nera was the Bosco who would 
eat them alive. 


Afterwards See, separated from 
his meal ticket by the machina- 
tions of his American associates, 
told what he called the true story 
| of Carnera’s build-up. He de- 
clared that all Primo’s early 
matches were “arranged,” even to 
those with Young Stribling, the 
details of which first set the 
world agog about Carnera. He 
declared that the first big tour of 
the United States was for the 
most part a succession of pre- 
arranged results. 


That, of course, may have been 
the story of a disappointed and 
frozen-out manager. But there 
isn’t much doubt that the fight 
world of today believes that the 
“invincible and irresistible” Car- 
nera was mightily helped by care- 
ful selection of opponents and, 
perhaps by even worse tricks of 
the trade.

Kelley’s Successor 
Outdoes Larry; Yale 
Defeats Army, 15-7

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 16.—There were no empty saddles 
in the old Yale corral of football tonight. 
The big boys Blue rode the Army mule at the start, and they 


rode him high and wide at the finish. 


They made him look foolish, 


and they licked him, 15—7, before 50,000 roaring spectators who 


were surprised at the simple ease of the victory ride. 


It was Yale’s 


first victory over Army in eight years, and the old corral was alive 
and buzzing with championship talk tonight. 


A big second period push, led by 
the great Clint Frank, was the ride 
that tamed the Army mule today. 
A spectacular catch of a touch- 
down pass and a safety, gained 
by a line that smashed the vaunted 
Cadet wall all afternoon, gave Yale 
nine points in that decisive period. 
They added one more touchdown 
in the fourth and had one scored 


against them but as fer as the re- 
sult was concerned it was all over 
but the playing after that one big 
ride for life. 

In all his prime, the great Larry 
Kelley never made a greater catch 
than the one that tied up the Army 
Mule for Yale’s first touchdown. 
Halted on the enemy 10-yard line 
by a line that suddenly found itself, 
Frank fell back 10 yards and threw 
a sharp pass over the center of the 
line to John Miller, the great Kel- 
ley’s successor from Columbus, O. 

Truly Circus Catch. 

Surrounded by two Army tacklers 
and falling under their impact, Mil- 
ler. stuck his right hand out and 
speared the ball over the goal line 
just as he fell on his face for the 
score. It was such an amazing 
catch that the wild Yale cheering 
section wasn’t quite sure it had been 
made until the referee signaled the 
touchdown. 

That catch was the blow that de- 
feated the Army.

The survey will be an exhaustive 
one, conducted under the direction 
of Dr. Rudolf Bennitt of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri.

Permits for Construction in 
September for Country as 
Whole Were Slightly Un- 
der 1936 Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., Reports. 


The volume of building construc- 
tion for which permits were issued 
in September was but slightly un- 
der the August level, the decrease 
being only 1 per cent, against a 
seasonally-expected decline of about 
10 per cent for this period. A smal! 
decrease from the September, 1936, 
figure also was shown. The aggre- 
gate for 215 cities of the United 
States during September was $86,- 
710,800, according to Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc. This compared with 
$87,589,587 in August, and $88,696,- 
190 in September last year, repre- 
senting decreases, respectively, of 
1 and 2.2 per cent. 

New York’s total of $14,488,718 
was 10 per cent above the August 
total, but fell below the correspond- 
ing 1936 figure of $17,331,441 by 16.4 
per cent. Permit valuations for 
the 214 cities outside of New York 
amounted to $72,222,082, a loss of 3 
per cent from the $74,421,590 re- 
corded in the preceding month, but 
e rise of 12 per cent above the 
— 1936, volume of $71,364,-

For the first nine months of 1937 
the value of building permits for 
the 215 cities aggregated $851,605,- 
258, as compared with $730,731,373 
for the corresponding period of 1936, 
or a gain of 16.5 per cent. At New 
York permits for the nine months 
were equal to $181,599,034, against 
$161,433,838 last year, or a rise of 
(12.5 per cent, while the 215 outside 
cities with a total of $670,006,224 
showed an increase of 17.7 per cent 
over the 1936 comparative of $569,- 
297,535. Increases for the -nine- 
month period appeared in all geo- 
graphical groups except the South 
Central.

Soil that is stagnant and holds 
water will cause bulbs to rot. 
Tucked if sandy soil which has 
had added to it some good com- 
mercial fertilizer, bulbs will thrive 
and reward the gardner with a 
treasure house of bloom. 

When you have set aside the 
patch of ground for bulbs remove 
two to four inches of top soil and 


(put it to one side. Then dig deeply 


and thoroughly. In clay soils the 
spaded dirt should be taken out to 
a depth of one foot and a layer of 
stones, gravel or lumpy coal ashes 
should be spread. Fill in with soil 
which has been lightened with 
some sand and has had bone meal 
or plant food added to it. The 
layer that holds the bulbs is sand. 
Bulbs should be set in sand at the 
required depth and sand _ sifted 
about them. The soil is then 
packed round, the top soil restored 
after it has been mixed with plant 
food. 

Manure is not recommend@ed; in 
fact it is rather fatal to bulbs if 
prought in direct contact with 
them. It may be dug under the 
layer of sand that holds the bulb 
but care must be taken that they 
are up and out of the way of it. 

Planting bulbs and depth of plant- 
{ng have been more or less a matter 
f chance with most amateur 
gardners.

QUESTIONS BEFORE THE HOUSE 


Q. How can I have my house 
treated to protect it against ter- 
mites? HOME OWNER. 

A. If your house is already built, 
the best means of protection is con- 
stant vigil to see that the termites 
do not build any tunnels from the 
ground to the woodwork. If there 
is any wood that touches the earth, 
this should be removed and some 
alteration made so that no wood 
will be nearer than six or eight 
inches to the soil. If the termites 
have already entered, discover 
where they get in and destroy their 
tunnels. They cannot live without 
some connection to the ground, as 
moisture is essentia] to their exist- 
ence. If any wood has been dam- 
aged to such an extent that it is 
unsafe, replace it. If posible, in- 
sert metal termite shields between 
the wood sills and the foundation 
walls. If you contemplate building 
a new house, have all foundation 
walls and piers completely covered 
with noncorrosive metal shields that 
extend beyond the face of the wall 
about two inches and turn this pro- 
jection down at an angle of 45 de- 
grees. Or else have all the wood 
of the first floor construction im- 
pregnated under pressure with some 
recognized termite preventive.

A. Dirt has evidently penetrated 
the wax and has worked into the 
wood. The best finish for a floor 
is shellac or varnish which is then 
waxed. Remove the old wax by 
wiping the floor with turpentine. 
Sandpapering may clean these 
spots. If the floor is in bad condi- 
tion it should be sanded by a pro- 
fessional. A penetrating wax should 
be used if no firfish is desired as 
this igs a protection against dirt. 
Finish with paste wax.

Q. Last winter the gutters on my 
house filled with ice and the weight 
loosened them from the fastenings. 
What can I do so this will not hap- 
pen again? The gutters are et ie 


A. The gutter should be far 
enough below the line of the roof 


slope to avoid catching the snow 
and ice. Where the outer edge of 
the gutter is higher it acts as a 
dam and ice and snow not only 
weigh it down but the water may 
back up and work in to cause 
leaks. This is not likely to hap- 
pen with the outer edge of the gut- 
ter below the line of the roof slope. 
Have this attended to before the 
weather breaks,

Q. My porch floor is only three 
years old and yet it seems to be 
rotting. Three years does not seem 
long enough for good lumber serv- 
ice. What shall I do to help this 
condition? Gd B 

A. The space beneath your porch 
is evidently enclosed which does 
not allow ventilation. Moisture 
gathers and this causes rotting. See 
that there is plenty of ventilation 
and before laying the floor boards 
give the undersides and edges a coat 
of paint, aluminum or other. This 
seals the pores and checks mois- 
ture.

: Q. The lower half of my cellar 
wall is cement and the other half 
brick. These have been white- 
washed and I want to paint them. 
Must all the old whitewash be re- 
moved before painting? How can 
I best do this? A. F. W. 

A. Remove the whitwash by soak- 
ing the wall in water and then us- 
ing a stiff brush. Do this until all 
traces of whitewash have disap- 
peared. Finish the surface with a 
cement paint intended for masonry.

Q. I have noticed a number of 
tiny bugs in books that have not 
been opened for a long time. Are 
these harmful to the books and 
what is the best treatment for 
them? 

A. These bugs are book lice which 
die in warm air. Open the books 
and set them on end for a thor- 
ough drying and they will disap- 
pear.

Q. Twice a year I sponge my 
American oriental rug with a mix- 
ture of ammonia and water. My 
neighbor tells me thgt this is not 
good as it will take out the color. 
Can you advise me what to use? 

MRS. D. B. 

A. Ammonia is far too strong for 
a rug such as you mention. Soil 
marks may be removed by sponging 
with clear gasoline or benzine (both 
highly inflammable). If the rug is 
badly soiled it should be sent to a 


professional cleaner.

Q. Is it dangerous when the hot 
water turns to steam? MARY R. 

A. It is dangerous unless there 
is a safety release valve on the 
tank. If there is one, it should be 
examined by a competent plumber 
to be sure it is in working condi- 
tion,

Charities Exposition 


LUB women have been appoint- 
Ca as chairmen of subcommit- 

tees for the United Charities 
Exposition to be held at the Munici- 
pal Auditorium Oct. 22 to 29. Su- 
pervision by the subcommittees will 
cover agency stage activities, at- 
tendance, children’s group guidance, 
floral decoration, motor aid, wom- 
en’s hospital auxiliary duties and 
hospitality, and will be directed by 
a governing committee and wom- 
en’s council. 

The exposition will be the first of 
its kind ever held in St. Louis. Its 
purpose is to interpret to the public 
the work of the United Charities 
agencies.

Annual sale of delinquent tax 
bills in St. Louis County, to be start- 
ed by Collector W. W. Benson at 
the east door of the Clayton Court- 
house Nov. 1, will include 18,269 
bills for a total of $249,209 for the 
years 1930, 1931 and 1932.

Cabinet Member Says ‘Legal 
Hessians’ Do Utmost to Dis- 
“credit Conservation Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 16.—Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes assailed utility 
attorneys today as “legal Hessians” 
who have done their utmost to dis- 
credit the Government’s conserva- 
tion program. Ickes came here to 
dedicate the Buchanan and Roy 
Inks dams. 

As an example of “how far some 
utility companies will go,” he cited 
his interpretation of an “outrageous 
proposition” an Iowa Cy (lowa) 
firm had laid before the voters. 
(Details of this situation are pub- 
lished elsewhere.) 

The Buchanan and Inks dams 
represent part of a joint Federal- 
State effort to harness the Colorado 
River through Texas. 

Such projects, Ickes said, are 
based on the idea “the resources 
of the nation can be miade to pro- 
duce a far higher standard of liv- 
ing for the masses if only the Gov- 
ernment is wise and _ resourceful 
in putting them to use for the com- 
mon good.” 

Ickes told the nation and the oil

GREAT WHITE FLEET 
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Col. Gentry’s Missourians | 


In Seminole War ot 1837 


St. Louisan, Great-Grandson of Cavalry 
Leader, Criticises Zachary Taylor in 
Pamphlet; “Full Justice.” 


A century after the events nar- 
rated, the story of the Missouri 
volunteers, headed by Col. Richard 
Gentry, in the Seminole Indian war 
of 1837, has been told in pamphlet 
form by William R. Gentry Jr., St. 
Louis lawyer and great-grandson 
of the officer. 

“Full Justice” is the title of the 
pamphlet, the purport of which is 
that justice was not done by the 
United States Government and the 
officers of the United States Army 
to the Missouri volunteer soldiers, 
at the time or since. The person 
most severely criticised is Col. 
Zachary Taylor, later a Mexican 
War hero, who died in 1850, a year 
after his inauguration as Presi- 
dent. 

The writer relates that in 1837 
the Regular Army had been wag- 
ing a costly and unsuccessful war 
on the Seminoles of Florida for a 
year and a half. Congress com- 
plained, particularly Senator Thom- 
as H. Benton of Missouri. Benton 
said Western settlers, familiar with 
the wilds and with Indian matters, 
could do the job better. President 
Martin Van Buren asked Benton 
whether Missourians would be 
willing to table tle job, and this 
resulted in a request that Richard 
Gentry of Columbia, who had been 
Major-General of troops in the 
Black Hawk war of 1882, should 
raise a regiment of 600 Missouri 
volunteers. 

Recruiting the Regiment. 

Gentry raised two companies in 
his own county of Boone, and one 
company each in Callaway, How- 
ard, Chariton, Ray, Jackson and 
Marion counties, and these were or- 
ganized into the First Regiment of 
Missouri Volunteers. The regiment 
Was a cavalry command, and each 
volunteer had to furnish his own 
horse, saddle and bridle. The prom- 
ised pay was $8 a month for the 
men, and 40 cents a day for the 
horses, all in coin. 

To aid some of the Boone County 
volunteers in buying horses, the 
writer relates, Col. Gentry indorsed 
their notes, payable seven months 
later. “In other words,” he says, 
“the regiment was to travel 1500 
miles to Florida, win the war and 
get back to Columbia in time to 
meet the notes, in the short space 
of seven months. Little did Gentry 
realize that he would be dead and 
buried in this brief period, and that 
the notes would be presented as 
claims against hig estate, leaving 
nothing for his wife and nine chil- 
dren. The canceled notes, yellow 
and brittle with age, are still in 
Probate Court files at Columbia, 
mute testimony to the folly of 
pledging one man’s credit for the 
benefit of another.” 

The stirring scenes of the depar- 
ture from Columbia, Oct. 15, 1837, 
the five-day march to St. Louis, the 
six-day river trip to New Orleans 
and the voyage to Tampa Bay, are 
deacribed. When pay-time came at 
Tampa, the volunteers were told 
that their allowance for horses had 
been cut to 20 cents a day, and this 
was paid, not in the promised coin, 
but in “shinplasters,” or depreciated 
scrip currency, which was subject 
to three “shaving” processes before 
they were able to get real money. 


Attached to Taylor’s Brigade. 

The regiment, numbering 432 men 
on arrival at Tampa, was added to 
a regular infantry brigade com- 
manded by Col. Zachary Taylor. 
“He took care,” the writer says, “to 
see that the regulars had first call 
on shelter and provisions, and re- 
luctantly let the volunteers have 
what was left. To borrow a mod- 
ern phrase, he decided to “give 
them the works.” 

This was done, it is related, by 
keeping the volunteers on constant 
advance guard duty, the most diffi- 
cult task of such an expedition. 
When the command was near the 
Indian encampment, on Lake Okee- 
chobee, Taylor called for plans and 
suggestions from his officers. Gen- 
try suggested an encircling move- 
ment, which could be made on firm 
ground, rather than a frontal at- 
tack through the intervening 
swamp. The narrative continues: 

“There was just one thing wrong 
with this plan—it was put forward 
by Gentry, a volunteer. Taylor said 
with a sneer, ‘Col. Gentry, are you 
afraid to attack their center 
through the swamp”’ And Gentry 
replied, ‘No, sir; if that is your 
order, it will be done that way.’ 
And that was the order, and it was 
done that wav ,and Gentry died 
that night, sacrifieed at the whim 
of a superior.” 

Gentry, fatally wounded, knew, 
the writer says, “that Taylor would 
hog all the glory for the regulars.” 
He sent for Taylor, and asked him 
to “do my brave men full justice” 
in his report. Taylor is quoted as 
replying that Gentry and his men 
had done their full duty, and more, 
and should have full justice. “But 
I fear,” he added, “that you were 
rather imprudent.” 

“Don’t you censure me,” said the 
dying Missourian; “you did not 
sustain me as you promised.” These 
words, the writer says, would have 
meant a duel, had Gentry survived 
his wound, 

Praised for Personal Courage. 

In his report, Taylor did praise 
Gentry for personal courage, but 
said of the Missouri volunteers only 
that they “acted as well, or even 
better, than troops of that descrip- 
tion usually do.” The Missouri Leg- 
islature later declared this expres- 
sion “not so much a compliment 
to them (Missouri volunteers) as a 
slander upon citizen soldiers gen- 
erally.” The Legislature.gave Col. 
Gentry’s name to the Northwest 
Missouri county which still bears 
that name. 

Further injustice is seen by the 
writer in the action of army au- 


thorities in burying the body of 
Col. Gentry with those of three reg- 
ular army officers, in the Jefferson 
Barracks cemetery, and placing 
their names, but not his, on the 
tombstone. In the '90s, the Gentry 
family was permitted, at its own 
expense, to provide a stone bearing 
the names of the four officers, Col. 
Gentry’s name being at the head. 

One partial act of justice was the 
appointment by President Van 
Buren of Col. Gentry’s widow, Ann 
Hawkins Gentry, as postmistress of 
Columbia, which office she held for 
30 years; she received also a pen- 
sion of $30 a month, and with this 
and her small salary, was able to 
rear her large family.

Life in Madrid With Death in the Air

I: WAS just a year ago that Madrid suf-

fered what had been the most deadly aerial 

bombardment of the present civil war. 
Twelve heavy bombs fell, killing 160 persons 
and wounding 279, most of them women and 
children who were waiting in food lines. 

Then through the end of October and early 
November, 1936, came a long and terrible 
series of pombings. At will the great Junker 
planes flew over this city of 800,000 persons, 
dropped their cargo of bombs and returned 
for more. On Nov. 6 the Fascist artillery 
joined in the work of destruction, 21 shells 
falling on Madrid that day. 

The whole Puerta del Sol, principal square, 
was one mass of flame from incendiary 
bombs. The Prado, Madrid’s famous mu- 
seum, was bombed. Bombs pierced the sub- 
way. The Hotel Savoy was bombed. The 
Novitiate of the Sisters of Charity -was 
bombed. The list is long. And it went on. 
The death toll grew from week to week. 
Actually the bombardment has never stopped. 


Life Comparatively 

Normal; City Is Growing. 

Yet today in Madrid a comparatively nor- 
mal life goes on—and the city has grown in 
size. The public schools have opened. The 
movie houses are crowded—‘‘Mutiny on the 
Bounty” is having a long run. Four or five 
legitimate theaters are in operation. The 
telephone service has never been interrupted 
for more than brief periods and then only in 
certain parts of the city. The subways are 
filled with homeward-bound workers at the 
rush hour. Soldiers and civilians mingle in 
coffee houses and billiard rooms. Smart 
looking shops are open. Twelve newspapers 
are being published. 

In short, Madrid, as recent observers have 
agreed, is hardly less than miraculous. Mili- 
tary observers say it is a new and startling 
lesson in strategy, indicating that probably 
the importance of the-~airplane in modern 
warfare has been exaggerated. For ordinary 
persons it is a remarkable lesson in human 
courage and human patience—the ability to 
adjust, to incorporate a new factor of danger 
into the routine of daily life. In this sense it 
may serve as an example to other large cities 
when—-few people say “‘if’’—a general Euro- 
pean war breaks out. 

On the other side of the world Shanghai is 
enduring today what Madrid endured a year 
azo. It is a baptism of fire, an effort not

only to kill and destroy but, even more im- 
portant, to paralyze human beings by fear 
and terror. Whether the Japanese will suc- 
ceed in China where the Germans and Italians 
have thus far failed in Spain remains to be 
seen. As in Spain, the effort may be more 
or less abandoned and the conflict resolve 
itself into a prolonged struggle, with trench 
warfare the dominant feature. It is true, of 
course, that the number of planes attacking 
Madrid cannot be compared with the number 
that any of the four major European powers 
could send into action against London, Berlin 
or Paris. But even with this allowance the 
example of Madrid is of world importance. 


A City Under Siege 
With 225-Mile Life-Line. 

While a more or less normal life continues 
to go on in Madrid, this is not by any means 
a normal city. It is a city under siege, which 
means that the effort to sustain pormal life 
is of necessity never ceasing, agonizing, in- 
tense, and, yes, heroic, even though it may 
be a different kind of heroism from that dis- 
played in the trenches, 

There is,. primarily, the grave problem of 
the food supply. Madrid’s life-line is the 
twisting, mountainous highway to Valencia 
and the Mediterranean coast about 225 miles 
distant. With a large proportion of the best 
land under control of Gen. Franco, head of 
the rebel forces, food must come by truck 
over that life-line and by boat in a sea in- 
fested with piratical submarines and air- 
planes. It is a slender line and officials in 
Madrid are well aware of how serious the 
food problem will be this winter. In the 
fighting during the weeks to come, Franco, 
it is reported, will seek to break that vital 
line and starve the city into surrender. 

This article, and the articles to follow it, 
will describe what life is like in Madrid, its 
normal flow from day to day, side by side 
with the struggle to sustain that life, the pa- 
tience and the extraordinary good nature, the 
discipline of a eity under siege, a city that 
has endured its terrible trial by modern war- 
fare. There are vivid human contrasts, a 
mingling of war and peace so that it is diffi- 
cult to tell where one ends and the other be- 


gins, and always under the chance that a shell 
may fall, that the planes may come back. The 
stories that one hears in Madrid are like the 
stories that are told of Vicksburg, Miss., in 
our own civil war. 


Madrid and St. Listdios 
How the Lines Are Drawn. 


While Madrid is far more compact, cover- 
ing a much smaller land area, it has at pres- 
ent almost’ exactly the same population as St. 
Louis. By drawing an analogy between the 
geography of St. Louis it may be possible to 
give an idea of just how close the war is to 
Spain’s former capital. 

The Madrid front is an are that cuts 
through the Casa de Campo, a park-like area 
on the western boundary of the city. Then 
it strikes through the suburb known as Uni- 
versity City, extending in a wedge that in- 
cludes, at the point nearest the heart of 
Madrid, the gutted Clinical Hospital building 
which is still held by the Fascists. It is as 
though the front ran through the University 
City which is a suburb of St. Louis, extending 
along a line that might roughly parallel Big 
Bend boulevard, with a wedge-shaped area 
corresponding to the campus of Washington 
University. The nearest point to downtown 
St. Louis would then be, for example, the cor- 
ner of Washington University campus, with 
the ruined Fine Arts Building still in the 
hands of the enemy. 

But the distances, it must be remembered, 
are much less. At several points the front 
is less than two miles from downtown Madrid. 
The big gun emplacements of the Fascists are 
on.a series of heights behind the front, hills 
that would correspond roughly to Clayton and 
its environs. While Clayton is seven and one- 
half miles distant from Twelfth street in 
downtown St. Louis, these gun emplacements 
are at several points hardly more than two 
miles from Madrid's business and shopping 
district. From the top of the 16-story Tele- 
phone Building in downtown Madrid it is pos- 
sible with powerful binoculars to pick out 
these gun emplacements. And from this van- 
tage point the Clinical Hospital looks so close 
that it would seem almost possible to see in- 
dividuals, without the aid of binoculars, if 


they should be so indiscreet as to show them- 
selves at the gaping windows. 

Even without a military pass it is possible 
to come very close to the front. .One may 
wander about in the Casa de Campo as one 
might wander about in the eastern edge of 
Forest Park if the front were on the western 
edge. Occasionally there is the sharp whine 
of a stray bullet, clipping off the leaves of 
the trees. But it appears to be high. No 
one pays the least attention, that is, no one 
except the American visitors. It is as though 
these Madrillenos had become accustomed to 
a new kind of weather. In addition to the 
ordinary rain it now not infrequently rains 
shells and aerial bombs—to be avoided, of 
course, this dangerous weather, and yet, say 
the Madrillenos, if the shell has your name 
on it, then it will get you even if you are in 
Valencia. So they go about their daily busi- 
ness with as much consideration of the bom- 
bardment as one would give to the possibility 
of hail stones tomorrow. 

At this close range the rebel artillerymen 
can lay down shells almost where they please. 
With an exact scale map of Madrid before 
them, it is merely a matter of mathematics 
once they have decided on their target. Yet 
for all the accuracy of modern gunfire there 
is an element of chance. And certainly for 
the Madrillenos who walk the streets there is 
chance, fortune and misfortune which they 
accept with the fatalism that may be a racial 
characteristic. Every day there are queer 
freaks of chance. The Telephone Building, 
about which I shall write at some length 
later, has been shelled 118 times and yet no 
one working in the building has been killed 
and the service has never been interrupted. 
Favorite Fascist Targets; 

Gran Via Hoteb Cuts Rates. 

There are certain favorite targets of the 
Fascist gunners. One of them, perhaps the 
principal one, is the Gran Via, Madrid’s Main 
Street, which would correspond to Olive or 
Locust street or Washington avenue in St. 
Louis. The Gran Via has a very unhealthy 
reputation. Several of the city’s best hotels 
and the principal business buildings are on it. 
The hotels have lowered their rates to threé 
pesetas a day (about 25 cents) in an effort 
to attract guests. People, even foreigners, 
stay there, perhaps because the Hotel Florida 
on the Gran Via is the only one left in the 
city with running hot water. On a bright 
day the Gran Via is crowded with people. 
Street cars run up and down it. Customers 
go in and out of shops. The Madrillenos

Theory of Russian. 
Purge; Socialism 
Through Nationalism 


Such Words as ‘Spy’ and 
‘Fascist Assume Broad 
Meaning: Death or Dis- 
grace Catches Up Many.

B Pascis spies” and “‘wreckers,” have 
been bogeymen of the Soviet Union’s 
recent heresy hunt. The first epithet has 
been applied alike’to Russians, Tartars, Jews 
and Uzbeks. “Bourgeois Nationalists” have 
been found among members of Siberian tribes 
which have never been bourgeois, and which 
became nations only by grace of the Bolshe- 
vik revolution of 1917 and its championship, 
in theory, of the right of all peoples to self- 
determination. 
The use of this epithet, like the others with 
which Soviet leaders have recently been de 
nounced, has its domestic purposes. These are 
educational and grow out of the Communist 
conviction that the Soviet Union faces immi- 
nent danger of attack, Only as the political 
house-cleaning approaches the sweeping-up 
stage is it possible to discover what crimes 
have been covered by the indictments. 


Terminology Explained. 


It is now becoming apparent, for example, 
that “Fascist spy” is by no means a simple 
phrase. Many men who did little more than 
wonder about their own revolution in the 
“dark years” of 1932 and 1933 have recently 
discovered that their speculating was done in 
bad company. Im many midnight conversa~ 
tions of those years, it now appears, sincere 
but worried Communists, wondering what 
would follow any upset of the Stalin regime, 
spoke too freely to real conspirators. The 
YNKVD, or political police, has been too 
busy in récent months to draw nice distince 
tions among stich“mewi, - | « 

Similarly, the word “sabotage” has been 
seen to cover a multitude of sins. ‘“Wrecke 
ers,” it is now apparent, include a fair num- 
ber of men who really fought the Bolsheviks 
with economic weapons; another group who 
believed themselves neutral and hedged their 
bets against the future with all the devices 
of bureaucracy, and a third group who were 
honest revolutionaries, but tired. These Jast 
have been the victims of a sort of revolution- 
ary obsolesence, as remorseless as the depre< 
ciation of physical machinery. 

Who are the “bourgeois nationalists?” 
They fit, like the other Lucifers of the Bol- 
shevik heaven, into no easy pattern. Some 
of them have been, beyond any doubt, desper- 
ate counter revolutionaries who sought to 
overthrow the Soviet Union by splitting away, 
its component parts. The civil war and emi- 
gration by no means accounted for all the bite 
ter men who had cause to hate the Bolshe« 
viks. Recent months have shown how many, 
of them, 15 years ago, “‘went underground.” 


Some Real Reds Fooled. 

Many others apparently believed themselves 
to be sincere Communists. Disgrace has over- 
taken these apparently because they failed 
to understand the paradox of the Soviet 
Union’s national policy. Those who were 
themselves members of national minorities 
forgot the Bolshevik goal of a working-class 
dictatorship submerging all national differ- 
ences. Those who were great Russians, work- 
ing in the administration of Georgia, or Bure 
yat-Mongolia, forgot that the Communist fore 
mula for achieving this working-class unity 
includes the preliminary strengthening of the 
Soviet Union’s national units. 

A venerable Abkhasian peasant, living on 
the shores of the Black Sea, summed up this 
policy more neatly than all the Marxist schole 
ars who have labored to explain the oppors- 
tunism of a policy which has substituted for 
Caesar’s “Divide and rule” a new maxim; 
*“Disunite in order to unite.” 

“If an elephant sees some children play- 
ing in the open,” he said, “and, wishing to 
protect them from a storm lies down upon 
them, he smothers them all, even though he 
does keep the storm away from them. But 
the handful of Abkhasians that we are is 
really protected from the storm by the Soviet 
elephant, because Stalin holds his legs up.” 


No matter how high Stalin held the ele- 
phant’s legs, some of the Soviet children have 
been smothered. Consider the record of the 
last six months. 

In the Ukraine, most important of the mi- 
nor nationalities of the Soviet Union because 
of its wealth and size and because of its at- 
traction to German eyes, the president of the 
republic’s Council of People’s Commissars, 
Yyubchenko, has committed suicide. Its Com- 
munist party secretary, Postishev, candidate 
of the party’s all-powerful Politburo, has been 
disgraced and demoted to a minor post on 


the Volga.

FREEDOM TO SPEAK. 
Speaking informally to a group of his neighbors 
the other day, Mr. Roosevelt remarked that people 
were talking about freedom of speech and religious 
freedom 150 years ago, and they were right; and 
today people are talking about freedom of speech and 
freedom of religious worship, and they are right. 
But in the conversations and high deliberations of 
150 years ago, the subjects were discussed, we may be 
sure, with an intensity and purpose which today can 
hardly be attained. 
The world of the eighteenth century had never 
enjoyed, under any government, in any land, the 
established and guaranteed blessings of freedom of 
speech and freedom of religion. A century earlier, 
Milton had hazarded his liberty, even his life, for 
freedom of speech, and if he hadn’t been a poet 
with the divine fire, the author of the Areopagitica 
would have achieved immortality as a pamphleteer. 
Thus, only a hundred years or so before our Consti- 
tutional Convention, freedom to print was so mo- 
mentous an idea in England as to invest its proponent 
with the aura of crusading courage. And a hundred 
years earlier, an Augustinian monk journeyed to 
the Diet of Worms with an Emperor’s passport in his 
wallet to assure his personal safety, though Martin 
Luther, in nailing his theses on the door at Witten- 
burg, had been guilty of no offense other than ex- 
ercising the privilege of freedom of speech. 
We in America have long taken for granted as 
inalienable rights certain inspired pledges of our or- 
ganic law. If today a livelier appreciation of these 
constitutional values may be current, it is attribut- 
able, perhaps, to the backsliding of nations like Ger- 
many and Italy, neither of which ever knew a free- 
dom comparable to ours, but had, of course, ap- 
proached the light. Russia is omitted from the ex- 
hibits because freedom, in the American sense, has 
never lighted its torch in all that empire’s dark dis- 
tances. The release from serfdom by Alexander’s 
well-intentioned ukase was a.paper dispensation that 
left the peasants in a deeper, sadder plight. 
Day by day the news throbs achingly with the 
tragedy of life where freedom of speech is denied. 
A late item comes from Italy of a so-called trial 
that sent nine men to the Lipari Islands for having 
circulated “Communist propaganda.” There is no 
appeal from the sentence. They are on their way to 
a desolation from which they are unlikely ever to 
return. As to the character of their agitation, the 
report makes no reference, and from the prosecution’s 
silence, we are justified in assuming that the vic- 
tims had offended by venturing to speak freely. A 
similar expression in Nazi Germany would have 
been similarly punished, for Nazi-ism and Fascism 
are twin tyrannies that have ruthlessly forbidden 
what here in America flourishes everywhere under 
the supreme law of the land. 
Perhaps an epic poet will some day appear to pre- 
sent our Bill of Rights in its true philosophical 
stature and dress it in garments of befitting majesty. 
Pending the arrival, say, of an American Milton, we

The people up there would think 
I was trying to get them a postoffice, and I do not 
want it.” 

As it happens, Woolrich, with a population of 475 
persons, is named for Mr. Rich’s family, which owns 
a large woolen mill there, besides practically every- 
thing else worth owning. It is eligible for a $75,000 
postoffice solely because of the business supplied by 
the mill. To maintain such a structure would cost 
the taxpayers $6000 a year, besides the capital sum, 
as against the $750 a year which it now costs to 
house Woolrich’s postoffice. 

The sequel to Mr. Rich’s speech, as now told in in- 
formation from Washington, is that no postoffice 
will be built at Woolrich. He has won his fight to 
keep the Government from doing what he terms a 
crazy thing. 

The whole incident hangs up some kind of new 
record.

A CHURCH MOVES ON THE VENEREAL SCOURGE. 

Every day brings more evidence of the break-up 
of the old taboos which had made it impossible for 
the American people to face venereal disease for 
what it is—a costly and unnecessary scourge upon 
the public health and happiness. What in many 
ways is the most remarkable support yet enlisted 
in the national campaign to stamp out syphilis 
and gonorrhea is embodied in formal and considered 
actions of the House of Delegates of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, now convened in Cincinnati. 

This socially alert church body has not only in- 
dorsed the war which is being waged under Sur- 
geon-Genera] Parran’s leadership and called for the 
full co-operation of the church membership; it has 
also done the truly notable thing of approving a 
church rule which would require applicants for 
marriage by Episcopal clergymen to show a physi- 
cian’s certificate attesting freedom from venereal 
disease. 

If this resolution is approved by the House of 
Bishops—and concurrence is confidently forecast— 
it will become a part of the canons of the Epis- 
copal church. The effect will be to extend the new 
law in Illinois throughout the nation in so far as 
marriage by Episcopal ministers igs concerned. 
Where issuance of a marriage license is now con- 
ditioned upon proof of freedom from venereal dis- 
ease, as in Illinois, the license itself would be ac- 
cepted as proof. In all other states, performance 
of the marriage rite would occur only after both 
the man and the woman had provided the minister 
with evidence of freedom from venereal disease. 

The justification for such a requirement is at once 
apparent. The church, which consummates the 
marriage, has a vital stake in the union’s success 
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ought all of us to hold desperately fast to the tre-/| 


of syphilis, in broken health and lives, in the birth of 
congenitally afflicted children and in divorce, the 
church, along with the state, bears its share of the 
responsibility. 

Episcopalians may applaud their House of Dele- 
gates on its forthright pioneering. Members of other 
denominations should work for action in their 
churches in line with the brilliant example now 


before them. 
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SIG BASS WOWS ’EM. 

A gala performance was staged at Linn, Mo., last 
week by Impresario Sigmund Bass and, after a two- 
day stand, he and his troupe left town with the 
cheers of the populace ringing in ther ears. It 
was unanimously agreed that the impresario had 
surpassed all his previous exhibitions in the employ- 
ment of dramatic surprise. 

The show was billed as the trial of Bradford 
Shinkle Jr., indicted for manslaughter after the auto- 
mobile he was driving had killed Emmet J. O’Brien 
and injured Gus M. Fennerty in a Lindell boulevard 
collision on the snowy night of last Feb. 25. But it 
turned out that the Iago of the piece was George 
Brennac, the only eye-witness of the accident and 
the State’s principal witness. 

During the long delay which intervened before the 
case came to trial, the Shinkle defense was able to 
look searchingly into Brennac’s life and it found, as 
it could have found in the life of almost any man, 
including Shinkle’s, certain unhappy episodes. The 
hapless Brennac, doing his duty to the community, 
was pilloried and covered with vituperation. It was 
even insinuated that he, not Shinkle, was the cause 
of O’Brien’s death. } 

“This is a case of Brennac vs. Shinkle, and not 
the State vs. Shinkle,” said the impresario, and the 
pop-eyed members of the jury lapped it up. This fel- 
low Brennac had the hardihood to say that, at 12:20 
a. m. on the fatal night, he saw the collision, saw 
O’Brien’s car go “way up in the air” at the impact, 
saw the victims hit the middle of the street and 
slide on the slippery pavement, “one sliding under 
my car.” 

But this did not weigh in the balance against 
charges that Brennac loved a girl and left her, that 
he engaged in a business deal whose outcome was 
displeasing to some of Bass’ witnesses and that Bren- 
nac himself was a reckless driver. The impresario 
failed to tell the jury that Shinkle had been fined 
three times for speeding, twice for failure to observe 
traffic signals and, on Nov. 1, 1936, after an accident 
in Forest Park in which two persons were injured, 
was booked for careless driving and driving while in- 
toxicated. One of those injured, Melba Peterson, 
spent 12 weeks in the hospital. To inform the jury 
about those things wouldn’t have been cricket, and 
besides, it might have spoiled the show. 

Linn is a quiet little town. It is on an Ozark 
ridge and the windows of the little courthouse “com- 
mand a view of wooded hills and fields, splashed 
now with vivid autumn color.” A rather incon- 
gruous backdrop for a big-time show, but little faults 
in decor like that went unnoticed, as the gripping 
case of Brennac vs. Shinkle was unfolded for the 
theater-starved people of Osage County. 

As we say, Sigmund Bass gave a splendid perform- 
ance. The supporting cast, including Ethan A. H. 
Shepley, former Chairman Dewey S. Godfrey of the 
Democratic City Committee, State Senator E. M. 
Zevely, John P. Peters and the Rev. Dr. John W. 
Maclvor, was adequate. 
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ANOTHER TRAGEDY AT BLACK LANE CROSSING. 

Black Lane railroad crossing near the Fairmont 
race track has been reddened again with human 
blood. This time, a man and his wife were killed 
by a freight train, which scattered pieces of their 
automobile along 400 yards of the right of way. The 
total number of deaths at this “death trap” in the 
last two years is now run to nine. 

Crossing lights might have prevented this latest 
accident and ‘they might have been without effect. 
The fact remains that there were none and the fa- 
talities occurred. With grade separations at Casey- 
ville and at Fairmont City, it may be argued that an- 
other on Black Lane, between the two, is not justi- 
fied. But there is every reason to equip the cross- 
ing with the most effective devices which traffic 
engineers have designed. 
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A BEEFING BOSTONIAN. 

Patrick Henry Kelly is a bad loser. Because the 
Supreme Court did not accept his motion challenging 
the right of Justice Black to a seat, the Boston law- 
yer, who insisted on addressing the court at the 
wrong time and finally had to be put in his place by 
Chief Justice Hughes, now accuses the high tribunal 
of “evading the issue.” 

Apparently Mr. Kelly doesn’t know the established 
principles of the Supreme Court any better than he 
knows its routine procedure. The Supreme Court did 
not evade the issue. The heart of the situation was 
that Mr. Kelly and Mr. Levitt did not make the 
issue. That is, they did not come into court with a 
demonstration that the presence of Justice Black on 
the bench actually did them a specific damage in so 
far as their individual rights) were concerned. 

Chief Justice Hughes’ ruling was directed, as Su- 
preme Court decisions almost invariably are, at the 
given situation and covered only the facts before the 
court. It did not foreclose the future. If Mr. Kelly, 
or some other.-citizen, comes into court in some fu- 
ture case with a demonstration that the new Supreme 
Court member’s participation would do him injury, 
the Supreme Court will hear the complaint. Under 
the circumstances, Mr. Kelly’s beefing does neither 
himself nor his cause any credit.

Naturally the question irritated us as to 


whether the “consolidated” county operated 
any more efficiently—that is, at any less 
cost per citizen—than its neighbors which 
had been split into smaller areas. If it did, 
that would suggest the wisdom of counties 
combining, and letting one set of county of- 
ficers do what two are now paid to do. 


So we began browsing a bit. And now 


we're going to report. 


According to the Iowa Taxpayers’ Associa- 


tion’s figures, the total administrative costs 
for Kossuth and its two pairs of neighbors 
were, in 1935, as follows:

This includes the administrative cost for 
Board of Supervisors, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Clerk, Recorder, Sheriff, Superintendent, At- 
torney and Engineer. 

Remember that the two “pairs” of coun- 
ties have two sets of such officers, while 
Kossuth has but one set for approximately 
the same area and population. 

So much for total cost. Now how much 
do the county governments cost their citi- 
zens per capita?

In other words, the hint is that substan- 
tially the same services can be performed 
over the larger area and population at a 
considerably lower cost per citizen. 

Now we're not trying to present a preju- 
diced case here. So we're going to point 
out that Kossuth’s Board of Supervisors’ 
cost per capita ranks too high among the 
counties of Iowa. Hancock and Palo Alto 
rank even higher in that respect, on the 
basis of 1935 figures. 

But the Iowa Taxpayers’ Association has 
ranked every county as to per capita cost 
in connection with total administrative ex- 
pense, board of supervisors, each of the 
county offices, township and town assessors, 
district and miscellaneous court expense, 
county home, and so on. 

And the average rank, as to economical 
operation, of these five counties we are 
talking about is, respectively: 


Kossuth 
Emmet 
Palo Alto 
Winnebago 
Hancock 


First place in economy, that is, would 
give a rank of 1, and last place would give 
a rank of 99, since there are 99 counties 
in all. 

Kossuth, therefore, stands pretty high, on 
the whole. Her four neighbors, each of 
which is a “twin,” don’t rate so high. 

We think all this tells the story about 
what could reasonably be expected from 
combining some of our counties into more 
efficient units.

have given the Gran Via a new name. They 
call it the Avenue of the 15.5s, the latter be- , 
ing the guage of the shells that fall there. 

On the day that I arrived in Madrid there 
was comparatively heavy shelling after an in- 
terval of nearly two weeks. A shell would 
fall in a nearby street, a block or two away. 
There would be a heavy explosion, the air 
would vibrate with it. People continued to 
walk along the street. Here and there an 
anxious mother whisked her children indoors, 
but that was the only response. I may have 
misinterpreted their action—it may have been 
merely time for supper. The next explosion 
sounded from farther off, duller. . That was 
all. One looks in vain for evidences of fear, 
of terror, in the faces of these Madrillenos. 

In the early days of the aerial bombardments 
motorcycle police drove through the streets 
sounding warning sirens. A great many people 
sought shelter in the refuge stations built by 
the city and in the subways and the basements 
of large buildings, but in later air raids the 
use of police with sirens was abandoned be- 
cause it was found that it drew people into the 
streets. Having outgrown their original fears, 
they come out in large numbers to watch the 
spectacle, and this was particularly true after 
the government acquired fast pursuit planes 
and there was the prospect of watching a 
fierce battle in the air. : 

In the early days of the siege people debated 
whether the air raids or the bombardments 
were worse. At least, they argued, in an air 
raid you know when it is going to begin, you 
hear the sound of planes, and you know it 
can’t last forever, but you never know when 
the shelling is going to start, and you never 
know when it is going to end. On one occa- 
sion the shelling continued almost without 
pause for 19 days. That was hard on the 
nerves. 


Chances for Life Good. 

It is not that these people are impervious to 
the shocks and shattering disruptions of war. 
One man said: “In one night in one air raid 
six bombs féll in the street near my house and 
I thought I would go mad.” A young woman, 
who is a government worker, said: “I was 
crossing the Puerto del Sol when an air raid 
began. With about 150 other persons I went 
into a basement but when the incendiary 
bombs fell a large piece of the burning chem- 
ical came in through the window and there 
was a panic. I thought it would be safer in 
the street and so I went outside and walked 
to my home, nearly two miles.” 

They have learned, these Madrillenos, that 
the average number of casualties for each bomb 
and each shell is relatively small. The chances 
for life are good. Having learned this, they 
carry on with a calm indifference that inevit- 
ably surprises the newcomer. 

According to statistics put out by the gov- 
ernment, 1294 civilians were killed and 5703 
were wounded by air bombs and artillery bom- 
bardments in Madrid between Aug. 6, 1936, and 
Aug. 1-of this year. According to unofficial 
figures, 10 persons were killed and 56 injured 
during the month of August when 679 shells 
fell. Figures are not yet available for the pres- 
ent month, September. Most of the casualties, 
according to the government information serv- 
ice, have been women and children. There have 
been no air raids since early in the summer. 

During the current year the death toll has 
varied strikingly from month to month. In 
March there were only 21 dead and 61 wounded. 
But in April 916 shells fell in the city and 95 
were killed and 695 wounded. The twenty-third 
was the worst day of that month, with 20 dead 
and 53 wounded. May started with 32 rounds 
On the first day of the month, but this num- 
ber was increased until on May 22 it rose to 
300 shells and that was the figure on the fol- 
lowing day. The total for the month was: 994 
projectiles, 33 dead and 220 wounded. June was 
a similar month with 1159 shells, but there was 
a marked decrease in the casualty list, the total 
being 25 dead and 70 wounded. July 7 was a 
record day with 400 projectiles fired and the 
result, 39 dead and 144 wounded. 

Why the air attack on Madrid slackened in 
recent months is a subject of debate. Govern- 
ment spokesmen say that the aerial defense of 
the city is such that the German and Italian 
planes can not carry out a successful large- 
scale attack. Military observers, however, dis- 
agree. They say that now that the government 
is equipped with fast pursuit planes it would, 
of course, be more difficult to carry out a ma- 
jor raid, but nevertheless it is possible if suf- 
ficient attacking planes are put into action. 
There is the theory, too, that Franco refrained 
from bombing non-military objectives in Ma- 
drid and Valencia in the past two or three 
months because of the fear of reprisals. Thus 
far government airplanes have not bombed any 
city or town in Spain. We can not afford to 
do that even though it may be considered a 
military necessity, government spokesmen say, 
because after the war we expect to unite all 
the Spanish people under one government. 
World opinion, to a considerable extent ali- 
enated by the attacks on Madrid, may also be 
a factor. 


Franco Counting on Hunger. 

But more important, perhaps, than any of 
these reasons is the cruel and perverted logic 
of war itself. The military strategy is now, 
apparently, to starve out Madrid. Each mouth 
to feed is one more problem, meaning so many 
more cans of milk and so many more pounds 
of flour to be transported over the Madrid- 
Valencia highway. So the Fascists wilk drop 
just enough shells into the city to remind the 
Madrillenos that the siege is still on, relying 
upon an attack at the highway, a breakdown 
of transportation and the hunger that will in- 
evitably result to accomplish what bombs and 
shells have failed to do. 

So just now the government is making a de- 
termined drive to persuade those people to 
leave Madrid who are not essential to the con- 
duct of war. The plain fact is that they don’t 
want to go. They are so attached to their city, 
and to their possessions that they put up the 
most strenuous resistance to all efforts to evac- 
uate them to a safer area. 

One is told many stories that have a poig- 
nant kind of humor about this attachment to 
a place, a plot of ground, a house, even though 
bombs and shells may be raining all around. 
As to the chance that a shell may fall incon- 
veniently near where one is strolling on the 
Gran Via, the Madrillenos have long since dis- 
counted that possibility. One may be struck 
by lightning in a thunderstorm, too. No, the 
people of Madrid will stay here until they are 
compelled to leave. 

To those who knew Madrid before the Re- 
bellion, the strangest quality about this city 
today, under siege, is the quiet of the nights, 
the emptiness of the dark streets, the unbroken 
Silence. Formerly Madrid lived at night. Din- 
ner was at 9:30 or 10, then came the theater, 
the opera, and after that supper, gaiety. The 
whole city was noisy with life. 

All that has been changed. Theaters now 
begin at 4:30 or 5 and all movie houses are 
closed after 7 o’clock. The people of Madrid 
have had to change their habits. There are no 
street lamps and no people on the streets. 

The light from the full moon gives the sky

an odd blue-black brilliance and the streets are 
dark caverns, with only here and there a crack 
of light beneath closed shutters. There is no 
curfew, no law keeping people off the streets, 
but there is no place to go. It is like a de- 
serted city at night, the Paseo del Prado 
empty, one stray loiterer crossing the Puerta 
del Sol. The time is 10:30. 

It has not always been so during the sieze, 
this quiet, this self-discipline. There were 
those nights in early November a year ago, 
particularly Nov. 6 and 7, when it appeared 
certain that the rebels would take the city. In 
fact military observers believe that Madrid 
would have fallen if it had not been for some 
unaccountable delay on the part of the Fascist 
high command. 

It was at this critical time that the Fascist 
“fifth column” went into action. The phrase 
,comes from a statement by the Fascist Gen- 
eral, Quiepo de Liano, who announced that he 
would enter Madrid with four columns of 
troops to be met by a “fifth column” composed 
of Fascist sympathizers within the city. The 
“fifth column” has been a factor elsewhere, too. 
In Madrid these Fascist sympathizers, su- 
premely confident that the rebels were about 
to take the capital, began to fire indiscrim- 
inately from balconies and rooftops into the 
streets, adding to the terror and confusion that 
prevailed, They had more or less concealed 
their sympathies until this opportunity arrived. 
Some even had machine guns and fired from 
the windows of downtown hotels. 

But the mysterious delay occurred, the loy- 
alist line tightened and Madrid was saved. 
When the crisis had somewhat abated, imme- 
diate steps were taken to rid the city of the 
internal] enemies who had played such a sin- 
ister part. Hundreds of members of the so- 
called “fifth column” were arrested and many, 
against whom incontrovertible evidence ex- 
isted, were executed. 

So Madrid is quiet tonight. There is no 
shelling. One’s footsteps sound loud in the 
empty street. It is hard to believe that there 
are more than 800,000 people in this seemingly 
abandoned city. Late at night in the strange 
stillness one can hear firing on the front, the 
deep detonation of a mine, the rumble of shells 
exploding far off, sporadic rifle fire, 


Early to Bed, Early to Rise. 


It is early to bed and early to rise for Madrid. 
By 7 o’clock people are about. Workers are 
sluicing the streets with hoses and other work- 
ers are sweeping the rubbish with big brooms. 
The small trolley cars coming in from outlying 
districts are crowded with people going to 
shops and offices. 

Because of the acute gasoline shortage, the 
need to concentrate all supplies for military 
purposes, there are no taxis and no private 
motor cars, Every auto, and there are not 
many, bears a military or a political designa- 
tion, indicating its speciai function. They 
careen through the streets with the horn 
sounding almost constantly. For in the ab- 
sence of traffic pedestrians have got in the 
habit of overflowing into the streets and it 
takes a great deal of honking to get them out 
of the way. Some cars have sirens, ambulance 
detachments or special military despatch riders, 
There are a few horse-drawn cabs, quaint look- 
ing victorias that amble through the streets. 

By the light of day the destruction that has 
been wrought on the city is plain enough. 
There are great gaping holes in innumerable 
buildings and here and there a business block 
wrecked by air bombs has had to come down. 
Rubble is piled high in the street, giving off 
the smell of old plaster and wood. The Na- 
tional Theater, of recent origin, is a gutted 
ruin although the four walls still stand. About 
the handsome Plaza Mayor, the center of the 
life of the court in centuries gone by, there 
is an air of decay and disintegration even 
though it has had no direct hits. No shell has 
fallen in the King’s Palace but they have 
played like lightning all around it. Scoring a 
direct hit, one shell completely demolished the 
statue of a fourth century king in the palace 
park. The Duke of Alba’s huge palace has 
been almost entirely destroyed by shell fire and 
aerial bombs and yet the beautiful gardens are 
intact,

During several days in November of last year 
the German bombers concentrated on the work- 
ing class quarter of Tetuan de las Victorias. 
Whole streets are ruined, particularly in the 
neighborhood of the Tetuan bull ring which 
was demolished. The bombs exploded with 
such force as to blast clear through to the 
basement in many instances and the loss of 
life in this quarter was heavy. The remains of 
odd pieces of furniture still lie about the ruins, 
twisted bed springs and the fragments of 
chairs. But just next door to a ruined house 
life goes on. A pleasant appearing woman 
with her lips made up with bright tomato- 
colored lipstick comes out and explains that, 
yes, she lived in the house that was destroyed, 
but when the bombers came they went next 
door because the basement was deeper and so 
here they are, two families together. 


Odd Element of Chance. 


There is the element of chance always. One 
of the most prominent buildings in downtown 
Madrid is that of the Fine Arts Club, an oddly 
designed structure with a colonnade on top. 
It has not been hit by a single shell although 
the Telephone Building hardly more than a 
block away on the Gran Via has been struck 
time after time. 

The Madrillenos have a great capacity for 
ignoring this war. Just off the Gran Via be- 
side a building gutted by a shell is a smart 
stocking shop open for business, with a display 
in the window of those foolish net stockings 
that women wore a year or two ago. There is 
every kind of shop, large jewelry stores with 
handsome displays of silver and enamel, small 
haberdashery shops, countless bookstores and 
there appear to be more people in the latter 
than in any other kind of store. One can buy 
a beautiful illustrated study of El Greco for 
seven pesetas (the official rate is about 15 
pesetas to the dollar). There are fine shops 
with Leica cameras in the window and tailors’ 
windows with bolts of British tweed. There 
is only one difference between these shop win- 
dows and those you might see in a normal city 
and that is that the glass is criss-crossed over 
with pasted strips of strong brown paper. It 
is an effort to prevent the destruction caused 
by vibration when a shell explodes nearby. 


Employe Control in Shops. 


If the original owner of the store has re- 
mained in possession of his property and is 
loyal to the government, then, according to 
laws adopted since the rebellion, he is still the 
owner. However, he must operate his business 
subject to the control of a committee of his 
employes representing the union to which they 
belong. His right to hire and fire and to fix 
wages are limited by the committee’s control. 
Many small stores have continued to operate 
just as before the war, with virtually no inter- 
ference from either the state or the union. 

Here in an antique shop is the proprietor- 
owner with a remarkable stock, beautiful eigh- 
teenth century textiles and laces, some six- 
teenth century wood carving and show cases 
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of bibelots. Prices to those who buy with dol- 
lars do not seem high. A bottle of Spanish 
cognac and a bottle of rather second-rate 
sherry—there are no imported liquors to be 
had in Madrid—cost 15 pesetas at a small 
liquor store. Foreigners who patronize the 
“black bourse” and deal with bootleg pesetas 
—about 50 to the dollar—buy at shamefully low 
prices. 

Most surprising of all, perhaps, to the visl- 
tor to Madrid. are the flower shops. They con- 
tain great masses of autumn flowers, huge 
dahlias and asters, together with late roses; 
but then, if you have the money, you can buy 
anything in Madrid that you can buy in any 
modern city—anything, that is, except food. 


Food Lines Form Early. 


Food is the only thing that people in Madrid 
are interested in buying just now. Food lines 
form early in the morning. There are 50 or 
60 women in line at a neighborhood food depot, 
each with a ration card for bread and milk. 
Every individual in Madrid must have a ra- 
tion card in order to obtain food for the family. 
It is a good-natured group. They talk and 
laugh, exchange yeighborhood gossip. Some- 
times there are older children in line, equipped, 
as are their elders, with a jug or a pitcher to 
carry home the milk supply. Later these same 
housewives will stand in line in another queue 
for fresh vegetables and perhaps for two or 
three eggs if there are any to be had. A line 
will form before the cart of a farmer who has 
a few melons or tomatoes to sell. 

Difficult as the problem of the food supply 
undoubtedly is—and a later article in this 
series will analyze the seriousness of the situa- 
tion—the people of Madrid do not look hungry. 
There has always been grinding poverty in 
Spain, in the cities as well as the country. The 
children today appear to be normal, healthy 
children, running and shouting through the 
streets like children everywhere. They play 
war, with one side the rebels and one side the 
loyalists, using for the forts the very substan- 
tial masonry barricades that were built in the 
streets in the neighborhood of University City 
and Tetuan de las Victorias. 

TAe customary Spanish lunch hour is still 
observed in Madrid. Shortly before 2 o'clock 
all the steel shop fronts are pulled down and 
they stay down until 4 when the stores are 
open again. The streets empty and Madrid 
takes its leisure. But at 4:30 the Puerta del 
Sol is again crowded with strollers. There are 
vendors selling the cigarette lighters the men 
use in the trenches, from which depend long 
yellow ropes, so long sometimes that they can 
be wound around the waist two or three times; 
these cigarette lighters give a good light from 
glowing sparks but do not flare up in flame, 


Soldiers Everywhere. 

There are soldiers everywhere. Soldiers with 
guns slung over their shoulders. Soldiers with 
slovenly uniforms that are only half complete, 
and spruce soldiers. Soldiers with wives and 
very small babies. Laughing soldiers in groups 
of five and six. Unshaven soldiers. Soldiers 
who stand reading the brilliant posters that are 
everywhere in Madrid. Soldiers with rakish, 
but slightly frayed, trench caps and soldiers 
with flat officer’s caps marked with a variety 
of insignia. Soldiers who seem to be incred- 
ibly young, and older, more serious men in 
uniform. Around the recruiting depots long 
lines of men in civilian clothes are waiting, 
the newest class to be drafted into the army. 

It is late afternoon ‘and a thin, cold rain is 
falling. There are no taxis and since we have 
a long way to go we must buy an umbrella, 
It cost 75 pesetas, it was made in England and 
one feels it will be a long time before Spain 
will be importing more umbrellas. There are 
more important things to bring in, such as 
canned milk and powdered eggs. People stroll 
by, ignoring the rain. 

The subway,. a refuge from the rain, is 
crowded, but it Is not the dense mob that one 
encounters in the New York subway. The 
whole process of buying a ticket, giving it to 
the ticket-chopper, finding a place in the 
crowded car seems curiously normal. A boy 
goes through the train selling newspapers, 
shouting out the headlines. El Socialista and

It might be New York or 
Paris although here and there one 
can see the need for rehabilita- 
tion, particularly the need for paint. 
But the damage done by the aerial 
bombs that pierced the subway has 
been entirely repaired and the sys- 
tem is on a normal schedule, 
Street Cars Crowded. 

The surface cars are far more 
crowded than the subway. Some- 
times one must let four or five go 
by because it is impossible to find 
a place on the steps to cling to. 
Here is the patience—discipline 
is perhaps a better word—that 
one observes everywhere in Madrid, 
and a special politeness that seems 
not a little strange. Outward cus- 
toms may change. For example, 
“adios,” as a salutation of farewell, 
has been largely supplanted by 
“salud,” and the _ revolutionary, 
clenched fist which is raised in 
greeting, too, but this does not al- 
ter the fundamental politeness, the 
kindness, of the Spanish people. A 
young’ soldier gives seat to a wom- 
an carrying a baby that can hardly 
be more than two weeks old. The 
car rattles on, one wheel very flat, 

The Madrillenos say that all the 
motormen on the street cars should 
have medals when the war is ended, 
for they have kept right on when 
shells were falling all around, stop- 
ping only when the police or the 
military have shut off a street on 
their route. At a junction of sev- 
eral lines near the Gran Via two 
street car starters were killed. Then 
the company built a bomb-proof 
shelter for the third man to stand 
in. 

By 8 o’clock it is dark and the 
Puerta del Sol is crowded with peo- 
ple homeward bound. The murmur 
of many voices is audible but it is 
difficult to see the crowd because 
the darkness is so thick. City of- 
ficials say that despite these emer- 
gency conditions, perhaps because 
of them, there is less crime than 
before the start of the war. They 
explain it by saying that everyone 
has a job and there is therefore no 
need for the thefts, large and small, 
which formerly filled the police cal- 
endar. In a week in Madrid I saw 
no disorderliness nor any person, 
soldier or civilian who was drunk, 

Slowly the crowd thins out. There 
is the beginning of the strange 
quiet that marks Madrid’s nighte 
time streets. Another day is over,

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Some Revaluations 
Of Current Fiction 


LUCIFER AT LARGE. By C. John McCole. 
(Longmans, Green & Co., New York.) 


UCIFER is at large, according 

to C. John McCole, in the fiction 

that has been having its day, 
not as a fallen angel, something 
splendid toppling from high heaven, 
but as a fallen simian, not at all 
splendid, toppling only from a tree. 
An author, it is conceded, is justi- 
fied in making man fall to any 
depth, but in literature of great and 
enduring proportions man must he 
placed up high enough so that he 
can fall to some great depth. Let 
men and women of fiction fall to 
any depth, says Mr. McCole, but let 
them fall as men and women, with 
qualities that mark them different 
from the beasts. Much of the fic- 
tion of the recent past, showing no 
present improvement, if not a great- 
er degradation, suggests to this 
author the need of revaluations, a 
gense of need which he believes is 
shared by a large number of read- 
ers. That is why he has written 
this book. 

a a . 

By way of showing the need of 
revaluations, Mr. McCole considers 
the rise of American naturalism in 
the work of Theodore Dreiser, Ste- 
phen Crane, Frank Norris, Jack 
London and others. He has some- 
thing to say about Branch Cabell. 
He examines Freudism and the 
stream-of-consciousness in the out- 
put of James Joyce, Waldo Frank, 
John O’Hara, Kay Boyle, Floyd 
Dell, Vardis Fisher, Conrad Aiken, 
Wilbur Daniel Steele and others. 
Sherwood Anderson is discussed as 
a congenital Freudian, and Ernest 
Hemingway as the hiccoughing 
spokesman for the hiccoughers of 
his generation. John Dos Passos is 
dissected as the exemplar of the 
modern distemper. The vulgarisms 
of William Saroyan and James T. 
Farrell and the cretinism and cruel- 
ty of William Faulkner are exam- 
ined. 

They have their points, these 
modern purveyors of fiction, as Mr. 
McCole is at pains to point out, but 
for the most part they are the ex- 
ponents of cynicism and despair, 
accepting defeat instead of coming 
to grips with problems.

There are indications, the author 
believes, of a veering, however 
slight, away from extreme “real 
ism,” defeatism and morbid pathol- 
_Ogy. In this connection he cites the 
_ growing interest in biographies 
which satisfy the instinctive admir- 
ation of strong characters and the 
guccess of novels which actually 
suggest that family relationships 
ean be normal and that normal re- 
lationships can be extremely inter- 
esting.

LTHOUGH psychic phenomena 

have been studied systematically 

rom the scientific viewpoint for 
about a half-century, the common 
attitudes toward the subject seem 
still to be what they probably al- 
Ways were—on the one hand, over- 
credulity, the emotional acceptance 
of wishful thinking; on the other, 
the equally emotional rejection of 
prejudice, the unconsidered certain- 
ty that such things cannot be.

Of the two reactions, the latter is 
undoubtedly safer for the practical 
purpose of everyday living; but in 
the matter of attempting to extend 
man’s knowledge of himself, neither 
is of value, and the difficulty of 
serious investigators in the field 
seems to be concerned as much with 
the one as the other. 

This is made clear in the work 
here noted. Carrington, in review- 
ing the whole subject, is concerned, 
first and last, with evidence which 
he régards as establishing the real- 
ity of many unexplained phenom- 
ena. The important question to him 
is: Do these things occur? If they 
do, it seems to him, reasonably 
enough, that no truly scientific con- 
ception of man and his world is 
possible if so large a mass of per- 
tinent data is rejected. If the al- 
leged phenomena do not occur, the 
scientific study of the illusion in- 
volved should teach us much about 


ourselves that is vital.

The outstanding feature of the 
present work is its serious consid- 
eration, in the second part, of al- 
leged phenomena among primitive 
tribes hitherto generally regarded 
as subject matter for the anthropol- 
ogist concerned with curious su- 
perstitions. Carrington, giving what 
he deems to be cogent reasons for 
his position, believes that some of 
these phenomena deserve careful 
study.

POISON IN THE AIR. By Heinz Liepmann. 
(J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) 


MPROVED aircraft and the 
growing practice of attacking civ- 
ilian populations have made the 
warfare of today far more deadly 
than that of 1914-18. The recent ex- 
periences of villages and cities in 
Spain and China are proof enough 
of that. But what of poison gas? 
That has been improved, too, for 
scientists in laboratories all over 
the world have been busy for years 
perfecting more effective vapors of 
death. 

Poison gas killed 78,390 persons 
in the World War and left more 
than a million more with perma- 
nent injuries to brain or lungs. 
Undoubtedly, this record will be 
surpassed in the next general war. 
But will whole armies and whole 
cities be wiped out by this means? 
The foremost authorities, in all 
sincerity, are disagreed. Some scoff 
at such a possibility; others sol- 
emnly warn that this is what will 
occur. 


The writer of this book belongs 
to the latter school. To him, “there 
seems no way of escaping the 
doom.” Within a few years, he 
says flatly, “Europe will be nothing 
more than a desert, depopulated by 
venomous clouds in which neither 
man nor beast nor plant can live.” 
He has no space for the scientists 
who, while agreeing that modern 
gases are capable of producing high 
mortality, point out that atmo- 
spheric and other conditions are 
rarely just right for anything like 
their worst potentialities. 

These are the major faults of the 
book: Its overstatement of the 
case and its tendency to sensatiop- 
alize. A terrific indictment against 
this most fiendish form of modern 
warfare can be drawn without 
straining the reader’s credulity. A 
recital of the various gases’ horri- 
fying physical effects, which the 
‘writer manages in one chapter with 
a minimum of dramatic exhorta- 
tion, is far more shocking than 
the imaginative passages. 

* * * 


Not only the extravagant assump- 
tions and language but numerous 
minor errors of fact in the histori- 
cal sections of the book are enough 
to put the reader on guard. His 
more sensational assertions, Mr. 
Liepmann says, have come secretly 
from persons in “leading positions 
in the domain of international war 
chemistry.” Such sources must, of 
coursé, remain anonymous, but the 
material obtained from them could 
certainly have been so presented as 
to carry greater conviction. 

Mr. Liepmann is deeply in earnest 
and has chosen a topic that is in 
need of the fullest exposure and 
condemnation. It is unfortunate 
t *, despite his zeal and his ex- 
tensive research, he has not been 
able to state the case more effec- 
tively.

PROFOUND love of race is 
A the theme of Stefan Zweg’s lat- 
est work. This is a fable of 
that most sacred treasure of the 
Hebrews, the Menorah, the golden 
Seven-Branched Candlestick which 
once had burned upon the altar of 
the Tabernacle. Anguish tore the 
hearts of all Israelites as the Lamp- 
stand of the Lord was seized in turn 
by the profane hands of Romans, 
Vandals, Goths and Byzantines. 

None felt this grief more pas- 
sionately than the aged Benjamin 
Marnefesh who, when a small child, 
had been taken by the elders of the 
tribe to witness the desecration of 
their sacred object by the gen- 
tiles so that he might remember 
end pass the story to succeeding 
generations of the faithful. His 
life’s dream is unexpectedly real- 
ized when by a seeming miracle 
the old man finds the Candelabrum 
and, fearful for its safety, gives it 
into “the keeping of God” that it 
may rest until “the Jews come once 
more into their own.”

In this narrative are revealed the 
despair and hope of a people whose 
tribulations have been many. The 
Menorah is a symbol of that inmost 
spirit of the Jews which has en- 
dured in spite of hardships and 
persecutions.

His emotional re- 
straint and the quiet dignity of his 
style have made this legend a 
thing of gentle and poignant 
beauty.

HE stronger a man is, the more 
T cxszserates the praise and 

blame that play about his head, 
so that he comes in time to be 
credited and discredited with quali- 
ties he never possessed. “Old Hick- 
ory” to his friends, “King Andrew” 
to his enemies, has been pictured 
as the veritable father of the spoils 
system in politics although it is 
well established that he was not 
the author of the cry, “To the vic- 
tors belong the spoils,” and was by 
no means the first, the last or the 
greatest to “Turn the rascals out.” 
He has been depicted as the wily 
organizer of backwoods politics, but 
the truth is, he did not lift his hand 
or want to become President until 
scheming Henry Clay negotiated the 
bargain with John Quincy Adams 
that made Adams President, Clay 
Secretary of State and Jackson a 
candidate in dead earnest for four 
years later. 

The story of “The Border Cap- 
tain” has been told—the boisterous 
saga of the young Jackson, of wars 
and hangings and duels and of 
Rachel, of New Orleans and glory.

This is no mere re-reckoning of 
the political comings and goings of 
the day or broad rehash of the na- 
tional history, but a well balanced, 
nicely tailed, sharply focussed 
composition.

James engages in no 
apologies. Was Jackson just in dis- 
possessing the Indians of Georgia 
and Alabama?

He 
was not indulging in rhetoric when 
he said he —— hang Calhoun and 
the nullifiers “higher than Haman.” 
He was not fooling when he made 
ready to call out the troops. His 
simple integrity, his flat sincerity, 
his robust sense of basic values 
were sound.

But there is no merit in synopsiz- 
ing a book the main facts of which 
have long been known. This new 
biography is hardly important along 
those lines; it is the sub-themes 
that make it valuable. The soldier- 
planter who sincerely tried to saber 
off the head of a Colonel who ran 
under fire stood as the kindly father 
and grandfather to a host of chil- 
dren. The man who did not flinch 
while a surgeon cut a duelist’s 
bullet from hig shoulder, took time 
to charge his overseers not to let 
the Hermitage cook use anything 
bigger than a little switch on the 
small darkeys at her heels.

Wrote Josiah Quincy Jr., not 
of his party and against him on the 
bank issue: “A knightly personage, 
prejudiced, narrow, mistaken on 
many points, but vigorously a gen- 
tleman in his sense of honor and 
in his natural straightforward cour- 
tesies which are easily to be dis 
tinguished from the veneer of pol- 
icy.”

HEMINGWAY’S 


TO HAVE AND MAVE NOT. By Ernest 
Hemingway. (Charlies Scribner's Sons, 
New York.) 


N the eight years which have in- 
| tervenea since the publication of 

“A Farewell to Arms,” Ernest 
Hemingway's principal work has 
been the writing of two extended 
essays on death and sport, “Death 
in the Afternoon” and “Green Hills 
of Africa.” He here continues his 
preoccupation with his twin obses- 
sions, only in fiction form. 

“To Have and Have Not” is the 
partial biography of Harry Morgan, 
fisherman, rum-runner and mur- 
derer. It sketches some vivid inci- 
dents in his life in Key West and 
Cuba and takes him to his death 
in a fight with a gang of maraud- 
ing Cuban revolutionaries. It is a 
tough and brilliant book, as only 
Mr. Hemingway can be tough and 
brilliant. 


Considered solely as a sketch of 
a gangster, it would probably have 
to be classed as the definitive work 
of its kind. Harry Morgan is lone- 
ly restless, and poor. He doesn’t 
hesitate to kill if it becomes neces- 
sary in the ticklish and, on the 
whole, unprofitable operations in 
which he’s involved. When he is 
dying he mutters something about 
no man having a chance in life if 
he’s completely alone. 


It is only because Mr. Heming- 
way, in his title and in a chapter 
near the end of the book, seems to 
imply the intention of comparing 
two social strata, that the book be-

comes a disappointment. It could, 
one realizes at the end, have been a 
much greater novel. 

For, as the launch is bringing 
dead Harry Morgan back to the 
Key West docks, Mr. Hemingway 
suddenly gives a few swift glimpses 
of the people on the other yachts 
lying in the basin. These are the 
“haves”; Harry Morgan was of the 
“have-nots.” The sketches of the 
“haves” are merciless, but they re- 
main sketches, and, since the author 
indicates that he considers them 
an integra] part of the novel, it is 
a disappointment that they weren't 
expanded. 

° * * 

“To Have and Have Not” indi- 
cates once more that Ernest Hem- 
ingway is, first of all, America’s 
premier short-story writer, For, if 
the novel as a whole fails of its pur- 
pose, there remain at least half a 
dozen memorable scenes — short 
stories, really—in which Mr. Hem- 
ingway surpasses himself. When 
Harry Morgan takes a dead-beat 
marlin fishing, when he tricks and 
murders a scheming Chinaman, 
when he is dying on a disabled 
launch, when he talks to his wife 
in bed; and when his body is 
brought back to the dock, then 
there is truculent, penetrating, 
poignant Hemingway prose at its 
best. 

There are episodes here far bet- 
ter, standing by themselves, than 
that favorite of Hemingway short 
stories, “The Killers.” On the other 
hand, there is neither the unity nor 
humanity of “A Farewell to Arms.”

The civic enthusiasm that 
made his grandparents oppose Ssla- 
very sent Chapman into the “good 
government” agitation in New 
York, into crusades against Cathol- 
icism and the Germany of the war 
years, into a thousand and one s0- 
cial movements, from settlement 
work to newspaper propaganda.

For Chapman, rooted though he 
was in New England rock, was way- 
ward and headstrong. In the con- 
duct of his own life as in hig crit- 
ical opinions, he was an ardent 
plunger. At the age of 2%, in a 
spasm of expiation for beating a 
rival in love, he held his hand in a 
fire, burning it so badly that it had 
to be amputated. When almost 58, 
he wrecked a meeting, at which 
Siegfried Sassoon was speaking, by 
a violent denunciation of a “philos- 
ophy of fear.” Acute and apt as 
his judgments are, they have a 
more ~- than - Shavian eccentricity. 
“Galsworthy’s Saga .. . seems dull 
and second-rate”; “Stevenson's man- 
ner of writing is ... whipped-up 
literary froth”; “William James is 
. « « 8 ignorant of the first prin- 
ciples of thought”: these are jeux 
d’esprit, and not considered opin- 


ions.

But in this very waywardness is 
his charm, if the reader judges 
wisely. For, behind Chapman's 
casual comment is high moral fer- 
vor, a little flint-edged at times, but 
essentially sane. Loathing the “di- 
abolical intelligence of pure busi- 
ness,” he fought it, in his alma ma- 
ter, Harvard, as well as in the poli- 
tics of New York. “Staggered by 
a cataract of ideas,” he found refuge 
from it in Greek literature and the 
Bible. He spent his life at a place 
where the Acropolis and the Celes- 
tial City bordered on Tammany 
Hall, and was part-citizen of all 
three. 

“So varied was his life that the 
reader regrets that the large print 
of this volume makes it impossible 
to include more of the letters: for 
Chapman’s ardent mind is as stim- 
ulating in a note as in a book. ~

O begin with, let no one imagine 
T trom the title that this is an in- 

timate study, in fiction, of a 
pioneer American family gone to 
seed. It ig the story of the can- 
ning industry in America from the 
time our pioneers first learned of 
Nicholas Appert, who, in 1809, pre- 
served food for Napoleon’s legions, 
to this year of 1937. 

To bring the canning business to 
the present point, where it is able 
to supply our tables with almost 
every kind of food in prime condi- 
tion, took over a century and a 
quarter of slow, painful research 
and development. The fact that 
stands out most clearly in this evo- 
lution is that for each kind of veg- 
etable, fruit, meat, liquid and fancy 
food there had to be an independ- 
ent line of improvement. 

* * s 


Fortunately, most of the canners 
were just as particular, often sacri- 
ficing enormous commercial crops 
and millions in money in experi- 
mentation. Those not so particular 
were finally brought, almost un- 
aware, under the benign influence 
of the lovable, tough Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, charged with administering 
the Federal Pure Food and Drugs 
Act of 1906, one of the most impor- 
tant pieces of legislation in Ameri- 
can history. 

The industry has not been with- 
out labor trouble. The introduction 
of labor-saving machinery in its 
plants was warmly resisted by the 
workmen who had been employed 
at hand work. But the sudden tre- 
mendous increase in demand for 
canned products, necessitating the 
employment of many more workers 
at the machines than were ever en- 
gaged at hand benches, seems to 
have solved the trouble arising from 
that source. 

This first comprehensive survey 
of the industry that has completely 
changed our cooking and eating 
habits is well written, and there 
are many humorous lights on the 
men who have made canopeners 
indispensable in every household.

N BRUNO FRANK’S first novel 
| o contemporary life here noted, 

the sufferings of the intellectual 
in Hitler’s Germany are most ef- 
fectively portrayed in those sections 
which do not pertain directly to the 
plot; for example, where the author 
describes the gradual falling off in 
the classes of Prof. Rotteck, art 
historian who opposes the regime. 
First only 50 students attend lec- 
tures that had previously attracted 
300; then barely half as many; 
then the professor moves to a 
smaller room “in view of the pre- 
vailing timidity;” fewer and fewer 
attend; stench bombs are set off;

Theory of Russian Purge: 


Socialism Via Nationalism

man of the republic’s central execu- 
tive committee and one of the 
presidents of the Soviet Union, has 
committed suicide. Goloded, presi- 
dent of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, has been disgraced 
and arested. Six of the republic's 
commissars have shared his fate. 

Trans-Caucasia, where the Czar’s 
armies fought a never-ending war 
to subdue a troublesome people, has 
fared no better. In Georgia, for ex- 
ample, the birthplace of Stalin, 
Mgaloblishvili and Agnishvili, presi- 
dent and vice-president of the Coun- 
cil of People’s Commissars, have 
been arrested as counter-revolution- 
aries. Eight of the republic’s most 
respected Bolsheviks, including 
Budu Mdivani and Eliava, have 
been executed for nationalist activ- 
ities which included terrorism. 

In Central Asia there has been 
the same story, Uzbekistan, for ex- 
ample, has lost Khodzhaev, chair- 
man of the republic’s Council of 
People’s Commissars, and his short- 
lived successor, Karimov, both of 
whom have been denounced as 
“enemies of the people.” The par- 
ty’s second secretary, Tsekher, is 
under arrest, and its first secretary, 
Akmal Ikramov, an Uzbek, who had 
risen to a place in the Central Com- 
mittee of the All-Union Communist 
party, is under serious fire at pres- 
ent for having harbored national- 
ists in. his provincial nest.

The list is as long as the republics 
of the Soviet Union. The Far East- 
ern Territory, Buryat-Mongolia, 
Bashkiria, Karelia, the Crimea, Bi- 
robidjan—the Jewish republic, Ab- 
khasia, Mordovia—in every corner 
of the Soviet Union, according to 
the NKVD, officials in high places 
were scheming to overthrow Soviet 
rule in favor of some kind of local 
nationalism, or to crush the young 
national republics under a cam- 
paign of Great Russian chauvin- 
ism. 

More Apparent Than Real. 

This breakdown may be more ap- 
parent than real. In spite of the 
self-indictment which the Commu- 
nist party has drawn up in recent 
months, two curious facts remain 
unexplained which challenge any 
assumption that Stalin’s control has 
been seriously weakened. The first 
is that none of the arrested leaders 
has managed, in spite of all their 
revolutionary training, to publish or 
bequeath a single word of protest. 
To Russians, this is substantial evi- 
dence both of their guilt and of 
their own realization that they had, 
many of them unconsciously, helped 
to betray their own revolution. 


The second is that the masses of | 


the people, in these minor republics 
as in Moscow or Leningrad, have 
greeted the arrests of their leaders 
with either apathy or distinct ap- 
proval. The testimony of impartial 
observers has been all but unani- 
mous that these tribes and peoples 
have enjoyed in recent years a cul- 


tural autonomy and an economic 


generations. 
Centuries of Prejudice. 

The explanation of the plague of 
heresy among them may lie in the 
truism, which Bolsheviks are reluc- 
tant to admit, that the prejudices 
of centuries are not melted down in 


ent peoples listed in the 1926 Soviet 
census, 74 of them having no writ- 
ten language. The Stalinist Con- 
stitution was ratified last Decem- 
ber by a Congress of Soviets repre- 
senting 63 distinct national groups.

the system sag and creak. 

Faizulla Khogizhaev is a case in 
point. President of the Council of 
People’s Commissars of the Uzbekis- 
tan Republic, he was also one of the 
Soviet Union's seven presidents. He 
was more than a man of standing; 
Bolshevik ballyhoo and the success 
of last year’s cotton crop had made 
him almost a national hero. His 
Communism was something else 
again. He had been the son of a 
wealthy Bokhara merchant. In the 
movement that swept all Moslem 
peoples before the war, calling itself 
the Young Turks in Turkey and the 
Young Bokharans in Central Asia, 
he was a leader. He disliked his 
corrupt Emir and the Russian Czar 
who had corrupted him. 

In 1920, the first straggling bat- 
talions of the Red Army reached 
Central Asia, cleaning up remnants 
of the Whites. It made alliances 
where it could among the native 
people, who naturally included no 
Communists of the Russian model. 
Khodzhaev and his friends were the 
obvious allies of the Bolsheviks and 
they joined the party. 


A break sooner or later was in- 
evitable. The charge against Khodz- 
haeyv is that he kept some of his 
old friendships too warm. One of 
his brothers was caught red-handed 
in an act of terrorism. Khodzhaev 
himself professed to the end his un- 
swerving party loyalty, but a party 
|ticket which dates only from 1920 
is still suspect in the Soviet Union. 
The revolution broke him, and 
moved on. 


Pattern of Dozens of Arrests. 


This is the pattern of dozens of 
the arrests and shattered reputa- 
tions which the most recent purge 
has left in its wake. It is strong 
evidence of the cost of revolution 
on Communist lines in a country 
which includes whole peoples still 
/unawakened from feudalism, or its

alist patriotism, to unite the peoples

I usually spend the 
first month of coaching trying to 
find the real personality behind the 
boy or girl who has been lucky 
enough to pass the photographic 
eye of Billy Grady, the casting di- 
rector, or one of the studio pro- 
ducers. 

“Hollywood, you see, is different 
from the stage. Much of the ma- 
terial we work with is definitely in 
the raw. We still are drawing pros- 
pective screen personalities from 
college football teams, artists’ mod- 
els, finishing schools and other pur- 
suits in life. In the silent fays, 
stenographers, salesgirls and tele- 
phone operators could step from 
their jobs onto the screen, but those 
instances are rare indeed since mo- 
tion pictures found their voice. The 
stage draws its young blood almost 
entirely from little theaters and 
dramatic schools, and the ambitious 
pseudo-actors have at least a 
groundwork in dramatics. 


“The motion picture business of- 
ten transfers suddenly to the screen 
world famous skaters, radio enter- 
tainers who have never been on the 
stage and girls and boys who never 
have had even the advantage of ap- 
pearing before more than three peo- 
ple at a time.” 

Miss Loughton lit a_ cigarette, 
took a satisfying puff, and asked 
suddenly: “Have you ever been an 
actor?” 

We shook our head, which, some- 
how, had taken on an embarrassed 
flush. We remembered once—but 
let that go. 

“Well,” she continued, “the best 
way to tell you how to act on the 
screen is to take a couple of young 
actors I have worked with and de- 
scribe what we did.” 

“That,” we agreed, 
swell idea.” 

“Well, we'll take . . . let’s see.” 
She thought a minute as she 
scanned the long list mentally. 
“We'll take . . Alan Curtis and 

. and Dennis O’Keefe.” 

Alan Curtis, who was an artist’s 
model in New York, has just 
stepped into his first role at Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer after being under 
contract five months. During those 
five months he has been learning 
by assiduous application the answer 
to the question: “How to Act in 
Motion Pictures?” His first role is 
the second lead in “Mannequin,” 
starring Joan Crawford and Spen- 
cer Tracy. He was brought to Hol- 
lywood by another studio and 
placed under a six months’ contract 
because he looked as if he had 
photographic possibilities. During 
that time, he never appeared on 
the screen and was released. Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer signed him and he 
did two bits that were comparable 
to extra work, when he was passed 
over to Phyllis Loughton for train- 
ing. 

Dennis O’Keefe draws as his first 
real role the important romantic 
lead opposite Virginia Bruce in 
“Bad Man of Brimstone,” starring 
Wallace Beery. O’Keefe, whose real 
name is “Bud” Flanagan, is the 
son of Edward and Charlotte Flan- 
agan, a vaudeville team, and was 
reared in the vaudeville theater. He 
had appeared briefly in Some stage 
plays and had written and sold a 
couple of motion-picture stories. 
Dennis had been around the stu- 
dios for about five years, but had 
never played anything more than a 
bit. M.-G.-M. placed him under con- 
tract and when he was turned over 
to Miss Loughton for a dramatic 
overhauling, he wa~ considered in 
the nature of a diamond that had 
been polished by contacts, but pol- 
ished badly. 

“We'll use these two boys as 
illustrations for two reasons,” ex- 
plained Miss Loughton. “They rep- 
resent actors with two decidedly 
different backgrounds, and both of 
them have won their first impor- 
tant opportunity since they started

really to study acting. There are 
many other very promising young 
actors and actresses under contract 
to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer who are 
being molded and who will be heard 
from later, but these two will serve 
to illustrate my points. 


“When Alan Curtis came into my, 
office,” continued Miss Loughton, 
“what I saw was an exciting per- 
sonality, six feet one inch tall, with 
a physique and face that not one 
girl out of 20 woul@ not be glad to 
go out with on a date. He was nerw 
ous and embar ed, but intelli- 
gent. There no swelled head 
there. He was ambitious to act and 
admitted that he didn’t know how, 
His voice was a little high and na- 
sal, a thing that was corrected later. 

“The first thing we did with Alan 
was to find his correct spot in the 
dramatic scheme of things. He read 
a part for me and showed a tend- 
ency to drop his lines. We did not 
correct that at first. Rather, we 
started to pound home the impor- 
tance of imagination in acting. In- 
stead of just reading lines, we 
gradually worked him into the hab- 
it of thinking behind the lines. He 
started to study his characters to 
grasp. their background. We 
taught him to analyze the person- 
ality he was portraying. 

“One scene we used in the de 
velopment of Curtis was taken from 
the play, ‘The Last Mile,’ in which 
the boy tells how he killed the girl 
by accident. It is a long speech that 
goes through many emotions. Alan 
had never killed a girl or even 
been in a prison block, but an in- 
telligent portrayal of that boy re- 
quired an understanding of his 
background and his feelings. He 
had to take the lines another had 
written, and use his imagination. 


“Curtis possessed personality. He 
had intelligence. He showed that 
he had imagination. The important 
points now were, to train him to 
use that imagination and gain a 
working knowledge of the tech- 
nique of reading lines. These two 
things in the training of an actor 
can come only by hard, relentless 
work,

the end of lines, we made 

him read and re-read aloud 
the principal male role in ‘Blonde 
Bombshell.’ No actor in the world 
can play such a part and not keep 
the scene up. The dialogue is too 
swift and voluble. 


“For five months we took him 
from one type of role to another— 
any kind of a role that he would 
fit physically. He read Fred Mac- 
Murray’s part in ‘Hands Across the 
Table, he read William Powell 
parts to cultivate the light comedy 
side of characterization and he 
even played Leslie Howard’s part in 
‘Petrified Forest.’ In the latter 
role, you will recall, Howard wags 
saying one thing and thinking an- 
other. It required subtle acting, 
and Curtis never will be called upon 
to play the part, but it helped to 
train him to make his thoughts and 
emotions come through the lines 
of dialogue.” 

Miss Loughton took time out to 
blast an oft repeated and widely ac- 
cepted rule of acting—‘“be natural!” 

“That advice to be natural is 
false,” she said. “There are any 
number of cases right on this lot 
to prove it. Clark Gable played a 
bookmaker in ‘Saratoga.’ He was 
never a bookie in his life, so how 
could he be natural. He gave a 
fine performance, but he was not 
being himself. What he was doing 
was to make that bookmaker on 
the screen act natural. 

“When Greta Garbo played ‘Ca- 

mille,” do you suppose she was be- 
ing natural? Do you think Paul 
Muni was natura] in ‘Good Earth’?

OU have to look closely at the 
Y knitted frocks on display in the 

stores to tell whether an expert 
knitter made them by hand, a ma- 
chine did the work, or they are in 
reality made of a fabric having the 
knitted effect. 

The “don’t dress for dinner” fad 
now sweeping the country has 
brought a new version of the knit- 
ted dress which does much to keep 
everyone guessing as to its’ true 
classification. A certain new dress- 
iness has been added to the knitted 
frock that makes it much more im- 
pressive than the casual types so 
long in vogue. Ratine yarn, novelty 
stitching and gold threads contrib- 
ute to the new impressiveness as 
does attention to a greater variety 
of designs. 

Dressmaker touches are notewor- 
thy in one collection of knitwear 
which stresses the formal daytime 
types., Not only is the ratine yarn 
very closely knitted to give the ef- 


fect of a fabric but there are draped 
details, sequin trimmings and nail- 
head additions to enliven these cos- 
tumes. Many collars are covered 
with sequins while the nailheads 
are dotted over the entire blouses 
of several attractive dresses. The 
combination of black and gold is 
selected repeatedly, another evi- 
dence of the dressy quality. 

For those who like a double-duty 
costume of knitwear as of woven 
fabrics, there are many bolero 
frocks.

On Protecting 
Late Gardens 
Against Frost 


Hardy Chrysanthemums and 
Asters Will Best With. 
stand Cold. 


By Harriet W. Chandler 


HE coming of frost is an un- 
T certain event in St. Louis. The 

fall flower shows are always 
menaced by fear of an untimely 
visit, with gardens, many seasons, 
requiring a lot of protection and 
mollycoddling to save the gladioli 
and dahlias. 


To be ready for frost and avoid 
the desolation that follows one 
should have the late garden van- 
guarded with hardy chrysanthe- 
mums and asters. 

Among chrysanthemum the Ko- 
rean hybrids, developed in the last 
few years, are our best bet for 
withstanding frost. In this new 
strain is the blood of,wild sorts 
which have endured years in the 
cold mountains of .Korea and Si- 
beria, so that they are well forti- 
fied to come through our first cold 
spells with flying colors. 

While hardiness was the main 
thought in developing these plants, 
beauty has not been sacrificed. The 
first of these new hybrids were all 
single, lovely large daisy-like blooms 
of many new tints and soft pastel 
shades. Of these, Mercury is the 
first to bloom, usually opening its 
bronze-red flowers the first week 
in October. Apollo, coming just a 
little later, is one of the best, a 
profuse bloomer with flowers two 
inches across in colors of a reddish 
gold. Ceres, an old gold blended 
with chamois-yellow, will open still 
later, while Daphne, a lovely pink, 
and Mars, a deep red, will finish up 
the season with their late blossoms. 


A VISIT to Shaw’s Garden this 
fall will familiarize one with some 
late developments in these chrysan- 
themums. Aphrodite and Hebe, 
both new introductions, will be 
found to be two lovely soft shades 
of pink; Niobe, a charming pure 
white, and Saturn, a brilliant golden 
yellow. Of the new double va- 
rieties, Indian Summer will show 
a glowing orange as the name 
might suggest. This shaggy, three- 
inch flower is of decided frost-re- 
sistant quality. Romany, with «a 
fine double red blossom, will be 
found to have particularly good 
foliage. Blooming with these Ko- 
rean novelties at the garden are 
many of the older chrysanthemums 
which are equally lovely and useful 
for the autumn garden. A pecu- 
liarity about the hardy chrysanthe- 
mums is the changing color effect 
on a single plant which sometimes 
gives almost an iridescent effect. 
In many plants the newly open 
flower is one color which will grad- 
ually change to an altogether dif- 
ferent shade as the flower opens. 
Besides being indispensable in the 
fall border these flowers have 4a 
record for durability when cut 
which is outdone only by the straw- 
flawers. Sprays as well as indi- 
vidual blooms will last two or even 
three weeks where the water in the 
vase is regularly changed. 

Combine Artemesia Silver King 
with sprays of any of the brightly 
colored hardy mums and the effect 
will be sure to call forth admira- 
tion and comment.

AS FOR THE ASTERS, too much 
cannot be said of the new hardy 
dwarf varieties which have only 
rather recently come to fill the 
need for a low-growing, compact 
plant which will bloom profusely at 
a season when there is a scarcity 
of dwarf flowers. These will stand 
12 to 13 inches high and bush out 
to make a shapely plant, and are 
particularly well placed in the rock 
garden. Here their cheerful bloom 
will be a life saver, for by the time 
they come into flower our rock gar- 
dens are usually sad and forlorn. 
Victor, probably the smallest of the 
race, grows only eight inches high 
and has pretty single flowers of a 
clear lavender blue. It starts flow- 
ering in September and has a long 
season. Lilac Time is a very color- 
ful and effective deep violet blue 
completely covering the dwarf 
plant. The same might be said of 
Nancy except that the flowers are 
a pale flesh pink. There are other 
named varieties of this hardy dwarf 
race now on the market, all most 
effective in the autumn garden. 

Frikarti, wonder of Stafa, is one 
of the finest of the hardy asters. 
It grows about 30 inches high, starts 
producing its deep lavender blue 
flowers in mid-summer and is one 
of the last to furl up its colors for 
its winter’s rest. There are _ in- 
numerable sorts of taller growing 
hardy asters that are always good 
in. the background, the Tartarian 
being the tallest, almost six feet, 
and the latest to flower. Being de- 
cidedly rank in growth it should 
be placed well back, where its full 
sprays of lavender clustered flow- 
ers will be welcome when even the 
late bloomers have faded from 
sight. 

Hardy Asters are easy to grow, 
with no diseases worth mentioning, 
and so sure to do well that garden- 
ers should plant many varieties of 
this flower that defies the frost

Its magic brings light to 
the blind, companions to the iso- 
lated, comfort to the sick and the 
bedridden, information and educa- 
tion and entertainment for all of 
us. The radio must have a place 
in every household, but the house- 
hold must learn how to use it. A 
little co-operation, a little thought- 
fulness on all sides, will not hurt 
any of us, but help all of us. 

Don't turn on ae radio full 
power. Keep its voice inside the 
room. 

Don’t turn on a radio when peo- 
ple are asleep. Consider. those 
who are ill, or who need rest. 

Don’t place your radio by the 
open window. Keep it in an inner 
room where it can disturb nobody. 

Don’t try to monopolize the 

family radio. Take your. turn. 
Give other folk theirs. 
Don’t keep twisting the dials. 
Find your station and let it alone. 
Remember that you are not the 
only one who has ears, or a radio. 
Consider the rest of the world.

Tansman Premiere for Symphony 


NEW WORK, “Variations on 

a Theme of Frescobaldi,” by 
sans of Tansman, contempo- 
rary Polish composer and pianist, 
will be a feature of the second pair 
of St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
concerts for the coming season, on 
Nov. 12 and 13. It is the only 
novelty announced for the first 


three programs. . 

Conductor Vladimir Golschmann, 
now on the Atlantic on his way 
back to St. Louis, will not arrive 
here until shortly before rehearsals 
begin on Nov. 1 and is withholding 
the list of other new works for 
the season until that time. The 
Tansman number was written ex- 
pressly for Golschmann, who is a 
friend of the composer, and will 
have its world premiere here. 

The five variations of the piece 
are based on a theme known as 
“Frescobaldiana” and have been 
written by Tansman in a classical 
style, in order to retain all the 
tonal beauty of the original.

Mediterranean, Palermo in Italy, 
Tunis-Nefta in Africa and Valencia 
in Spain. It has been played by 
the orchestra once before, in the 
1931-32 season. 

Hofmann will play the Beethoven 


Fourth Piano Concerto at the third 
pair of concerts, Nov. 19-20. Golsch- 
mann’s selections are Suite No. 2, 
“Dardanus,” by Rameau and Chaus- 
son’s Symphony in B Fiat Major. It 
has been several seasons since the 
Rameau and Chausson works have 
been played at the Symphony con- 
certs, 

Hofmann this year is celebrating 
his golden anniversary as a con- 
cert artist. It is the first time in 
the history of this country a great

Latin-American history, culture 
and present day problems will be 


covered in 26 weekly broadcasts, 
largely in the form of dramatiza- 
tions produced by Irving Reis, di- 
rector of the CBS’s Columbia 
Workshop experimental dramatic 
presentations.

Although that form of treatment 
was known 10 years ago, it was 
only used in a few cases at Koch 
Hospital. In a group of 1000 pa- 
tients discharged between 1922/and 
1926, only 1 per cent had received 
collapse therapy. In an equally 
large group discharged in the last 
four years, 34 per cent received 
the treatment, 

The average patient stays 603 
days in the hospital, whereas 10 
years ago his stay was 205 days. 
Patients have learned their illness 
must be solidly arrested before leav- 
ing, the superintendent explained. 

Five hundred of 1000 patients 
whose records were terminated be- 
tween 1922 and 1926 died in the 
hospital. On the other hand, in 
the more recent group, there were 
150 fewer deaths. In the first 
thousand, 25 per cent left as im- 
proved, while in the second thou- 
sand the percentage of improved 
cases was 48. 


Increase in Arrested Cases. 


In the first group whose histories 
were studied by Dr. Kettlekamp, 
Dr. Paul Murphy and Dr. Darrel] 
Trumpe, only 44 were discharged 
as arrested cases, whereas in the 
more recent group there were 212 
in that classification. An arrested 
case is one free from such symp- 
toms as a cough, hemorrhage and 
fever for at least six months. 

In addition, no case is considered 
arrested unless the patient can 
take two hours’ exercise, chiefly 
walking, each day for two months} 
without ill effect. Patients may 
leave the hospital before their ill- 
nesses are arrested, but are ad- 
vised not to do so. 


Today, as was the case 10 years 
ago, a majority of the patients en- 
tering Koch Hospital have ad- 
vanced cases of tuberculosis. The 
reason is that often the disease 
feaches an advanced stage before 
the person who has it is aware of 
the seriousness of his illness. More 
cases would be discovered sooner 
by periodic health examinations,

Hat- 
field stuck to sail, however, and as a result 
he entered his seventies in 1931 still a sea- 
going sailor man leading a hand to mouth 
existence.

The same pleasant smile still 
played about his mouth. The leathery, 
weather-beaten face and the sharp eyes 
were those of a man in his forties. Time 
had dealt kindly with him even if fortune 
had not. 

Then, that same year, Hatfield's friends 
heard that the old bluenose at last had 
made an unexpected land fall that would 
mean something to him. He had received 
$71,000 from the Canadian Reparations 
Commission on his claim that his three- 
masted freight schooner, the Gypsum Queen, 
bound from Halifax for Preston, England, 
was torpedoed by a German submarine 655 
miles off the Fastnet Light, Ireland, on July

recalled the Gypsum Queen said it had had 
no repairs from the day it was launched in 
1891 to the day it sank in 1915. Others 
said that no one but a real bluenose like 
Hatfield could have kept the three-master 
afloat. Although $71,000 represented inter- 
est on the $40,000 valuation, there were 
many who felt the Gypsum Queen would 
have been expensive at $30,000. They 
said that Hatfield was lucky to have ob- 
tained the services of his boyhood chum, 
Senator Hance J. Logan, one of the most 
able barristers in Nova Scotia. 

The application for damages under the 
terms of the German reparations clause of 
the Treaty of Versailles had been studied 
by Erroll McDougall, head of the Repara- 
tions Commission for Canada and now on 
the Canadian Superior Court bench.

After quiet was restored, 
and she had testified, they followed her into 
the hall. Obviously pleased at the com- 
motion she had caused, she told them 
grandly: 

“The title was not just recently given to 
me. It was restored to me after 34 years. 
I do not care for any publicity on the mat- 
ter. I revere the Bourbons, and out of re- 
spect for our name I didn’t want to drag the 
Bourbons into unsavory matters. So I have 
guarded my real identity until] now.” 

Was she a Royalist, in favor of a restora- 
tion of the throne? She drew herself up 
haughtily: “Of course I am a Royalist. I 
do not know but that some day the Bour- 
bons might return to the throne of France. 
So I will have to be careful. I'm sorry, but 
I can’t say anything more.”

Another old shellback had swallowed 
the anchor, they decided, and settled down 
some place in the States where hardships 
could be forgotten while one basked in the 
sunshine of a mild climate.

Then, with an imperious nod, she swept 
out of the courthouse. 

The name of Mile. Cotillon was one of 
many which figured prominently in that 
smelly mess of fraud, official corruption, 
dubious suicides and dubious murder that 
was the Stavisky scandal. It came to a 
head in 1934 after the fugitive swindler, 
Serge Stavisky wanted in the $40,000,000 
collapse of the Bayonne Pawn Shop, a bank 
which he had founded, was shot to death 
when police surrounded him in a hidden 
villa at Chamonix, France. They said he 
had committed suicide. 

Royalists charged he had been killed by 
police in order to keep him from testifying 
as to what he knew about speculations 
that cost the public $40,000,000. As ru- 
mors and accusations of official corruption 
grew, civil peace was threatened. Leftists 
and Rightists clashed in Paris on bloody 
February 6, with heavy casualties from po- 
lice bullets. The Cabinet and Premier 
Chautemps at first averted overthrow by 
frank admission of “faults and negligence” 
and drastic reforms, then resigned. Duels 
resulted from hot words hurled in the cri- 
sis. Jean Chiappe, Prefect of Paris police 
was fired because of accusation that he 
favored Rightists in the riots. The Chief 
Prosecutor of Paris was suspended, and a 
split of the new Cabinet followed. Judge 
Albert Prince of the Court of Appeals, re- 
puted to know the “inside” of the case, was 
found crushed by a train. Whether it was 
murder or suicide was never firmly estab- 
lished, although some Marseilles ward heel- 
ers were charged with murder. Two law- 
yers and a woman witness attempted sui- 
cide and an ousted Government employe 
and a lawyer actually did kill themselves. 
A witness died of a heart attack. Henry 
Cheron, Minister of Justice, resigned under 
fire. Nine persons were convicted of crim- 
inal charges. A former Cabinet member 
was among those acquitted. The name of 
a member of the Chamber of Deputies was 
dragged in; it was said he warded off ex- 
amination of the bank. Even Premier Pierre 
Laval was named by a witness as having 
“spoken to Judge Prince” in behalf of one 
of Stavisky’s companies. 

When the scandal was at its height in 
March of 1934, it was revealed that Police 
Inspector Pierre Bony of the Paris police,

In 1933, Mile. Cotillon told the jury, she 
was operating a cafe in Montmartre when 
Inspector Bony, through two gangsters, of- 
fered to-sell her the police file on her for 
a staggering sum. She said she paid eut 
$195,000 over a period of months. That 
would make the police file rank among the 
costliest literature ever compiled, but she 
stuck to her testimony. Bony kept up the 
blackmail by threatening to publish her 
picture in the official organ of the Paris 
police and she finally had to pawn all her 
jewelry to meet his demands, she testified. 
Finally she could pay no more and 
brought charges of extortion against the in- 
spector, she said. But two thugs came to 
her cafe and told her it would be unhealthy 
to appear against Bony, so she withdrew 
the charges, she testified. Incidentally, her 
record was never published in the police 
bulletin. 

If it was revenge Mile. Cotillon wanted, 
she got it. The jury rejected Bony’s claims, 
he was forced to pay the court costs, with 
a resultant heavy blow to his prestige. 
However dubious the newspapers were 
at first of Mile. Cotillon’s claims to royalty,

The question of whether or not Yvonne 
is of royal blood goes back to the French 
Revolution and involves the furious com 
troversy over the “Lost Dauphin,” on which 
scores of books have been written.

It was impossible to reconcile the 
identification of Mrs. Botts as the check 
passer with the proof that she was in Bra- 
zil when the checks were passed in Ko- 
komo, but the jurymen seem to have 
deemed their home town merchants more 
worthy of belief than the witnesses who 
came from Brazil. Anyway they found her

aa BS? to 14 years in the State 
Women's Prison at Indianapolis,” 
said Judge Joseph Cripe and Mrs. 
Botts was taken away to prison. 

“T'll be waiting at home for you,” said 
William Botts. 

He might have to wait 14 years, but he 
held to the hope that in some way there 
would be a righting of the monstrous wrong 
and his wife would be coming back to him. 
So he kept the little home, preparing his 
own supper when he got home at night 
from his work. 

The merchants of Kokomo had not only 
the satisfaction of having avenged the 
losses they had suffered, but the feeling 
that they had rendered a service to the 
merchants of other towns who had suf- 
fered like losses. 

Now, the Kokomo merchants told them- 
selves, and the merchants of other towns 
told themselves, there would be surcease 
from cold checks. 

But there wasn't. Mrs. Botts was not 
more than settled in prison when complaints 
were made in various towns that a woman 
was passing bad checks. The description 
that was given of the woman fitted Mrs. 
Botts. To make it worse, some of the mer- 
chants who had cashed the checks identified 
the photograph of Mrs. Botts as that of the 
woman who had bilked them. The ef- 
frontery was complete when some of the 
checks were passed in Kokomo. A sus- 
picion grew that the woman was at large 


drew aside 

with the detec- 

tives and one of 
them, indicating Mrs. 


Botts, said: ‘That's the 


woman. — 


and inquiries were made as to whether she 
had been paroled. No, they were told, she 
had not been paroled. She was still in 
prison over there at Indianapolis. 

The thing was incredible. The woman 
might have been slick enough to be in other 
places when, according to reliable persons, 
she was at her home in Brazil, but she 
couldn't be passing bad checks in various 
towns when she was locked up at Indian- 
apolis. 

It turned out to the advantage of Mrs. 
Botts. Friends who believed her unjustly 
imprisoned increased their efforts in her 
behalf. One of her friends was Mrs. George 
Kinz, who keeps a flower shop on East Na- 
tional avenue. She had known Louise since 
she was a child. The girl's mother, when 
she was dying, had asked Mrs. Kinz to be 
a mother to Louise and look after her and 
Mrs. Kinz promised. She was not in the 
least disposed to shirk the responsibility. 
She had been one of Mrs. Botts’ alibi wit- 
nesses. She knew that Louise was inno 
cent because when the checks were being 
passed all over the State, prior to the arrest 
and conviction, she was seeing Louise every 
day. She knew that Louise had rarely been 
out of Brazil and had never been in Ko 
komo. She did not have much hope of 
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“The women of the neighborhood 


clearing Mrs. Botts’ name, but she did hope 
to obtain clemency for her. 

When it became known that the passing 
of the checks had continued after Mrs. 
Botts went to prison Mrs. Kinz and others 
brought the case to the attention of the 
State Clemency Commission and obtained a 
hearing. The members of the commission 
were ready to believe that Mrs. Botts was 
being punished for the crime of a double. 
They recommended a pardon and Governor 
Paul V. McNutt signed the paper which not 
only set Mrs. Botts free after serving 13

months, but acknowledged the presumption 
of her innocence. 

Mrs. Marian F. Gallup, the prison super- 
intendent, carried the good news to Mrs. 
Botts and was happy over it, for she had 
become convinced that the woman was not 
guilty. It gave her happiness to fit Mrs. 
Botts out with better clothing than was 
usually provided for released women. She 
expressed the hope that Mrs. Botts would 
not carry in her heart a bitterness over the 
hurt that she had suffered. Mrs. Botts, 
happy to be freed, said she was going 
away without any hard feelings. ‘I sup- 
pose it is just one of those things,” she said. 

She came home, however, with the pris- 
on brand upon her and she felt that.

a day before she was expected, so that her 
coming would not be noted. She wanted to 
slip back to the home that she had left and 
find there the protection that she craved 
from the pointing fingers that she feared. 
So it happened that when she stepped from 
a bus and hurried to the home that her 
husband had kept for her, he was not there. 
He had gone to the home of Mrs. Kinz and 
they were preparing to go to Indianapolis 
to get her and bring her back. 

They were ready to start when Botts said 
there was something he had forgotten. He 
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Mrs. Vivian Dorsett, left. and Mrs. Louise Botts. 


would have to go back home, but he would 
return in a little while. He found his wife 
waiting for him at the door, as she used to 
wait for him when he came from his work 
at the end of the day. 

Mrs. Botts found, as she had feared, that 
among her neighbors there were some who 
looked upon her and spoke about her as 
that woman who had been in prison. She 
had been pardoned, yes, but a pardon, as 
they understood it, was merely a remission 
of penalty and not a removal of guilt. They 
did not want to seem unfair, but when a 
woman had been in prison she had been in 
prison. You couldn't get away from that. 
The women of the neighborhood who had 
never been in prison had to consider their 
standing. So Mrs. Botts was made to feel 
that she was shut out. She persuaded her 
husband to move to another neighborhood. 

Paul V. Ford, who prosecuted Mrs. Botts 
at Kokomo and obtained her conviction, said 
he was sorry and called it “one case in a 
million”’ and hoped the Legislature would 
do something in the way of restitution, but 
as matters stood there was nothing that 
could be done to clear the woman of the 
prison stigma that clung to her. There were 
those, not too well informed, who doubted 
the story of a double and looked upon the 
pardon of Mrs. Botts as perhaps another in- 
stance of misplaced mercy. Now if a dou- 
ble were found— ’ 

For a year and a half the State police 
and the local authorities of many towns 
tried to catch the woman who looked like 
Mrs. Botts and continued to pass bad 
checks. Then at last she was tracked to a 
farm house near Irvington, a suburb of In- 
dianapolis. She was not there, but there 
were indications that the occupants had 
gone away with the expectation of return- 
ing. For 10 days the State police watched 
the house. 

When they returned the husband of the 
woman, scenting danger, left the woman in 
his sedan at a filling station, and drove by 
the house in a borrowed car. He was recog- 
nized from descriptions and the police cor- 
nered him in a side road and arrested him. 

The woman, becoming anxious, drove 
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past and when she saw the officers tried to 
speed away, but they caught her. They 
identified themselves as Fred C. Dorsett, 33 
years old, and Vivian Dorsett, 29. The 
woman bore a striking resemblance to Mrs. 
Botts. In the house the police found a hand 
printing press which they said had been 
used for the printing of checks. The house 
was cluttered with a surplus of groceries, ~ 
medicine, clothing and other merchandise. 
Their seven small] children, they said, were 
scattered among relatives. 

Mrs. Dorsett said the first she knew about 
the imprisonment of Mrs. Botts was when 
she read in a newspaper about her release. 
“I figured,” she said, “that I was the one 
she had served time for. I felt awful about 
it.” And Dorsett said: “It was a dirty rot- 
ten shame that she had to do it.” 

State police came to the home of Mrs. 
Botts and told her the double had been 
found. This was the vindication for which 
she had waited and she was glad, but she 
had no bitterness toward the other woman. 
The police, for their own purposes, wanted 
to see the two together. Mrs. Botts agreed 
to go to Indianapolis. Next day Captain 
Matt Leach of the State police came and 
with him came Mrs. Gallup, the prison sup- 
erintendent, rejoicing in the vindication, and 
Mrs. Botts went with them to Indianapolis. 
Mrs. Dorsett was brought from the county 
jail to Captain Leach’s office. The women 
who looked so much alike stood facing each 
other. “Mrs. Dorsett,” said Leach, “this is 
Mrs. Botts who served time for you.” 


EITHER of the women spoke. The 

occasion was not one that called 

for ordinary civilities. They stood 
looking at each other another moment and 
then Mrs. Dorsett said “I'm sorry” and be- 
gan to cry. 

“It's all right,” said Mrs. Botts. “You've 
got trouble enough. If they send you to the 
women’s prison you pay attention to what 
Mrs. Gallup says and it won't be so bad.” 

Then they sat at a table and Mrs. Dorsett 
wrote: 

“I, Vivian Dorsett, in the presence of the 
undersigned witnesses, hereby completely 
exonerate Mrs. Louise Botts, who was con- 
victed of forgery in October, 1934, in the 
Howard Circuit Court and sentenced to two 
to 14 years and served 13 months in the 
Indiana Women’s Prison for crimes which I 
committed. 

“I make this statement freely and with- 
out compulsion of any sort. No promises 
have been made to me as a reward for 
making this statement. I make it solely to 
exonerate Mrs. Louise Botts.” 

Leaving there, with her vindication in her 
hand, Mrs. Botts had no harsh word for 
Mrs. Dorsett. “Prison spoiled my life in a 
way.” she said. “You know you get a 
stain on your name. People turn their 
heads when they see you coming down the 
street, but now I can show them this. I 
have no hard feelings against Mrs. Dor- 
sett. I’m sorry for her. She must be a 
pretty good woman to have had seven ba- 
bies. I think that husband of hers put her 
up to this check business. It isn’t the kind 
of a thing a woman would ever think up 
for herself.” 

Dorsett, before he was turned over to the 
Frankfort authorities, took the blame. “It 
was my crime, not hers,” he said. Mrs. 
Dorsett did not go as far as that. “He 
didn’t make me sign the checks,” she said, 
“but sometimes we argued about it.” 

Mrs. Dorsett first pleaded guilty in the 
Morgan County Court and threw herself on 
the mercy of the Court, but later withdrew 
her plea and stood trial and there was a 
hung jury because some of the jurors 
thought her husband was most to blame. 
She is awaiting a second trial. Her hus- 
band has not yet been tried. 

Mrs. Botts, back at her home here, cans 
food for the winter's need and is happy be- 
cause she now is not only free, but also 
vindicated and the stain is taken from her 
nome and she can walk down the street 
without the fear that people will turn thei 
heads when they see her coming. |

R. CHAUNCEY Q. AD- 
DLEWORTH is a busi- 
ness man in his thirties. 
He isn’t fat, but good 
eating, increased phys- 
ical laziness and an in- 
door life are giving him 

the suggestion of a 
g paunch. He considers 
it a sign of prosperity 
and pats it affectionately until humorous re- 
marks about it by his friends get under his 
skin a little, and he decides to do some- 
thing about it. His wife says, “Chauncey, 
you ought to take up golf.” So he goes 
around a golf course a couple of times a 
week, walking five miles or so and whack- 
ing or tapping a golf ball 90 or 95 times. 
If he doesn’t undo the good work at the 
nineteenth hole, he feels better, loses a lit- 
tle weight, and gets an edge on his appe- 
tite. But his abdomen continues to sag. He 
is puzzled at first, then gives up worrying 
about it and lets it gradually increase in 
size through the years. 

Mrs. Rodney Philibuster is an attractive 
matron in her twenties. Her figure at the 
abdomen and hips is in need of “control” 
as the fashion writers so tactfully put it, and 
she wears, as do countless of her sisters, 
a girdle. Although it gives the proper line, 
it never corrects the surplusage. Later on, 
if she becomes alarmed, she might resort to 
a few setting-up exercises, vibrator belts, 
massages, and perhaps a gymnastic course, 
until she loses interest. But although she 
might keep her weight down, she never con- 
quers the need for “control.” 

Bill Chortlebottom is a young fellow who 
gets lots of exercise. He loves to swim and 
play tennis in the summer, and play bad- 
minton and ping pong in the winter. But 
he’s lackadaisical when not playing, has an 
habitual ‘slouch when standing around, 
slumps over his desk at work and sits on his 
spine in an easy chair at home. walks on 
his heels, maybe with his toes pointing out, 
and doesn’t bother about his shoulders. As 
a result, his abdomen protrudes, although 
he is of slender build; although his shoul- 
ders are broad, his chest is narrower than 
it should be; he has a “saddle back,”’ and 
“gaber-calves.” And although he is a quite 
good-looking and pleasant young man, he is 
not an inspiring sight either in clothes or in 
swimming trunks. 

His brother, Freddie, goes to military 
school and has a “military carriage.” In 
other words, he walks around looking like 
@ pouter pigeon, or a painfully starched 

shirt. He is perpetually uncomfortable, be- 
cause his position is unnaturally stiff and 
over-strained and his body is thrown out of 
line one way as Bill's is the other. After 
he gets out of school, he forgets about the 


military carriage and his posture begins to 


resemble slightly that of Brother Bill. 
All these quite common examples have 
body masses that are badly displaced, both 
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from miechanical and esthetic viewpoints, 
because their corrective efforts are mis- 
guided, according to the theory of Dr. Bess 
M. Mensendieck of New York, whose book, 
“The Mensendieck System of Functional Ex- 
ercises,” has just been published by The 
Southworth-Anthoensen Press of Portland, 
Maine. Although the Mensendieck system 
has been part of the physical education pro- 
gram at Yale University since 1931, she had 
not previously published a book on it in this 
country, she explains in a foreword, be- 
cause “that puritanical law, connected with 
the name of Anthony Comstock, prevented 
American publishers from taking the risk of 
spending one year in jail and of paying a 
fine of $1000 for publishing my books be- 
cause they contained illustrations of un- 
clothed bodies, which were obviously indis- 
pensgble for elucidation of my work.” 

The purpose of the Mensendieck system 
is to give the body conscious control over 
every-day movements and postures, so that 
habits of graceful and correct movements 
are formed until they become automatic. 
The will power is directed against incorrect- 
ly developed muscles by the student stand- 
ing unclothed between two full length mir- 
rors and watching the muscles function as 
he brings them into play. 


muscle discipline, Dr. Mensendieck 

contends. For instance, a golfer is 
not taught the role which contraction of the 
abdominal muscles should play in a good 
swing., A man might develop certain mus- 
cles on parallel bars, yet habitually slouch 
while performing such a simple daily task 
as shaving, and throw his body permanent: 
ly out of line through years of such habits. 

“Without regard to these commonplace 
motions, physical educators present special 
sets of ‘bravura’ movements—sports, games 
and athletics—that never enter into the 
scheme of daily activity,” she complains. 
“It is assumed that, somehow, the muscle 
development acquired will supply the entire 
demand for body development. 

Even the simplest movements required in 
daily life,” she contends, present mechan- 
ical problems, the solution of which will 
serve and foster the perfect upkeep of the 
body machine. Even if we admit the value 
of the fun element for the young in the de- 
velopment of specific groups of muscle in 
sport training, the muscle-bulk so acquired 
turns, with advancing years, into formless 
masses of sagging flesh. Muscle develop. 
ment acquired by the continuously correct 
performance of ordinary everyday move- 
ments is retained until the end of life.’ 

Flopping or jerking the arms or body 
about in the usual ‘daily dozen,” will not 
solve the problem, she asserts, because 
muscle control is not acquired, not enough 
tension is obtained to properly develop the 
muscles, and unintelligent application bften 
results in over-development of wrong 
muscles and neglect of others. a 

She also frowns on artificial means. ‘The 
rebuilding of a slender body profile is not 
a problem that can be solved by wearing

a belt or girdle, but is dependent upon the 
knowledge and will power of the individ 
ual,” she says. “Muscle contraction cannot 
be brought about by a belt, nor can it even 
take place in muscles artificially compressed 
beneath one. Inert abdominal muscles, sub- 
jected to long daily pressure, cannot recover 
from the damage during the night, since no 
constructive muscle contractions take place 
during sleep. 

“Correct mechanical schemes should at all 
times underlie everyday movements. For 
instance, all bending motions which are exe- 
cuted daily, such as leaning over a wash 
basin, stooping down to pick up an object, 
putting on shoes, in fact any movement in- 
volving the slightest bend, should, as in the 
trunk bending exercise given here, be the 
result of a contraction of the lowest section 
of the abdominal muscle.” 

The core of the system is the “prepara- 
tory position.” Two imaginary lines are 
drawn through the body. One, called the 
frontal plane, runs straight down the side 
of the body, through the middle of the head 
just in front of the ear, of the trunk, and 
of shoulder, elbow, wrist, ankle, knee and 
hip joints. The other, the median plane, 
bisects the body into exact right and left 
halves. Deviation of any of the body 
masses from the line of these planes con 
stitutes the beginning of faulty posture. 

The student, standing between two mir 
rors and facing the front mirror squarely 
places the feet parallel, not permitting heels 
ankles or knees to touch. The weight of 
the body presses more upon the balls of the 
feet than toward the heels. If he stands 
too much on his heels, the lower leg will jut 
too far backwards, giving the ugly “saber- 
shaped”’ outline to the calves. 

The large adductor muscles along the in- 
ner border of the thighs are contracted, cor- 
recting any tendency to bow legs and bring- 
ing the thighs into normal alignment with 
the lower legs. The shin bone and front 
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[his is the way a lot of people habitually 

stand without realizing it, in performing 

hundreds of daily movements. The back is 

humped, the abdomen protrudes and “saber- 

shaped” calves show even through the 
trousers.

normal, arms have been straightened, the hump has been taken out of the upper back, the 


chest has become rounded out and the head has been pulled back. 


thigh muscles also are contracted, pulling 
up the knee cap. The buttock muscles, or 
glutei, are drawn together and up. When 
the abdominal muscles are contracted simul- 
taneously, this raises the downward-tilted 
pelvis to an erect position and reduces 
“sway back.” 

Similar drawing together of the shoulder 
blades brings the shoulder tips backward, 
raises the chest, and flattens the rounded 
upper back. The contraction should begin 
at the long lower muscles of the back and 
continue to the upper ones until the blades 
are close to the spine and are felt flat 
against the ribs. Care should be taken not 
to push the blades together by a backward 
jerk of the shoulder tips or a backward 
shove of the elbows, and the shoulder tips 
should not be raised. The movement should 
be one of pull, rather than push. Because 
forward movements of the arms, which tend 
to separate the shoulder blades, are more 
frequent, the muscles between the shoulder 
blades are too seldom contracted, lose their 
tonicity, and their fibers become elongated. 
If the muscle pull is equalized by sustained 
effort, the shoulder blades will remain in 
their normal arrangement. 


The neck muscles are contracted, drawing 
the head into proper position. The chin 
should be held at a right angle with the 
neck, not drawn in tightly, or pushed up in 
the air. The arms are straightened by con- 
traction of the stretcher muscle of the arm, 
the triceps, at the back of the arm near the 
shoulder tip. In daily routine, the biceps, 
the bender muscles of the arms, are used 
s® much more frequently than the triceps 
that the arm is kept a trifle bent even at 
rest. If deprived of its stretching function, 
the triceps become flabby. A hanging arm, 
habitually bent at the elbow, is a definite 
characteristic of advancing age, the author 
declares. Similarly the hands are extended 
straight down, with index fingers against 
the thighs, because countless grasping 
movements of the hands tend to make them 
permanently cupped. In attaining this po- 
sition of the hands, the arms are extended 
down with the palms up, then rotated in- 
ward toward the breast, first at the shoulder 
joint, then at the elbow point, then at the 
wrist joint. This disciplines any tendency 
of the forearm to deviate outward, and even 
backward, from the upper arm, which gives 
it a crooked shape called “knock-arms,” 
similar to knock knees. 

From this position, the three main exer- 
cises expounded in the book—more exer- 
cises will be detailed in a later volume— 
begin. They are: | 

Rhomboideus exercise: With hands bent 
sharply backward at the wrists, shoul- 
der tips held firmly down and shoulder 
blades firmly together, slowly lift the weight 
cf both extended arms forward and upward 
to shoulder height, starting from the upper 
arm, concentrating on contraction of the 
front section of the deltoid muscle, at the 
shoulder tip, which has the lifting function. 
As the arms rise from shoulder level, allow 
the shoulder blades to glide apart. Continue 
to raise the arms to vertical position, at the 
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side of the ears. Contract the forearm mus 
cles and raise the hands until the finger tips 
point straight to the ceiling, palms forward. 
Then slant hands diagonally outward until 
thumbs point upward. Begin at the base of 
the neck, very slowly, to draw the shoulder 
blades together by the gradual contraction 


of the rhomboideus, that flat muscle that — 


pulls the shoulder blades in as casement 
windows are closed. Lower the passive 


arms to just below shoulder height. Tense ~ 


the muscles along both sides of the torso 
enough to complete the last stage of the arm 
lowering until the tips of the little fingers 
touch the middle line of the thighs. Then 
without immediately releasing the shoulder 
blade muscles, rotate the arms in the shoul- 
der joints inward toward the breast until 
the elbow hollow faces the ribs. Do not 
swing, flop, or drop arms, or yank shoulder 
blades back. 


VIS rocking exercise: Fold arms. 
Loosen the buttock muscles and at the 
same time loosen the abdomen, al 

lowing it to sag forward and down. This 
causes the five lumbar vertebrae in the 
lower back to sink in and produce a sway 
back curve in the spine, and lowers the 
navel. Then draw the buttock muscles tight 


ly together crosswise, and slowly in and » 


under. Simultaneously contract the lowest 
section of the abdominal muscles. This will 
raise the front pelvic border and cause the 
lumbar vertebrae to assume their normal 
alignment. Be careful not to farce the five 
lumbars too far out. “There is perhaps 00 
region of the body where a complete neglect 
of conscious innervation is so usual as in the 
pelvis,” Dr. Mensendieck says. “The wrong 
position of the pelvis causes the pendulous 
abdomen so characteristic of middle age.” 

Round forward trunk bending exercise: 
Raise the arms forward and up as in the 
rhomboideus exercise. Bend the hands back, 
palms to ceiling. Slowly draw in the a>. 
domen and buttocks. As the abdominal 
muscle contracts, arch the back forward and 
downward starting frém the lowest lumbar 
vertebra in such a manner that from the 
base of the spine upward, each individual 
vertebra juts out and its protrusion be 
comes clearly visible in the mirror. While 
bending, press downward on the balls of the 
feet. When the spine is correctly arched, 
release the arms and let them hang limply 
straight down. On the return movement, 
bend the hands in towards the legs, palms 
flat. Then slowly, with the long back mus 
cles, start in the lumbar region to raise the 
trunk. When the vertebrae between the 
shoulder blades have been reached, raise. 
the arms forward and up to the side of the 
ears and continue to straighten the remain- 
der of the spine. When the trunk is erect. 
raise the hands upward at the wrists until 
the finger tips point to the ceiling, palms 
front. Then slant the hands diagonally out: 
ward at the wrists and lower the extended 
arms sideways. Avoid humping the shoul- 
ders, pushing the pelvis too far forward, oF 
slanting back from the heels. Do not try '0 
touch the floor.

A frequent well-meant mistake is to re- 
pect a single word the deaf person has 
failed to understand. It is much easier for 
him if it is repected in its thought connec- 
tion in a sentence.

Words with the greatest movement of the 
lips ought to be chosen, if possible. For 
instance, “What beautiful weather we are 
having” is much easier to lip-read than 
“Isn't it a nice day?” which entails no lip 
movement at all. The words “twenty-five 
cents” are much clearer than “a quar- 
ter.” So if a Mp reader doesn’t understand 
a sentence, repeat the thought in different 
words. Names are particularly hard for a 
lip reader to understand, as the thought of a 

sentence usually gives no 

clew to them; so it is bet- 
ter to include a short ex- 
planatory phrase with 
them, like “Smith & Jones 

--the department store.” 

Of course, it is impossible 
' for lip readers to under- 

stand people who “talk 

behind their teeth,”’ with, 
consequently, little lip 
movement. 
Mrs. Nitchie is at the 
institute to teach the 
Nitchie system of lip reading, invented by 
her husband, Edward B. Nitchie, in 1903. 
His hearing became afflicted when he was 
14, and after graduation from Amherst in 
1899, he studied lip reading. He published 
the first of four textbooks on the subject is 
1902, and a year later founded the New 
York School for the Hard of Hearing, which 
now bears his name. He married Mrs. 
Nitchie, then a stenographer living in New 
York City, in 1908, and they had one son. 
When his health began to fail, she took up 
the work. He died in 1917. She operated 
the school until 1928, when poor health 
forced her to turn it over to other hands. 
Later she held an advertising job with the 
New York Times and headed a PWA 
stenographic bureau, but she did not re- 
turn to lip reading work until coming here 
this fall, Teaching children will be a new 
experience for her, as her work heretofore 
has been with adults.

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words, because if he does he becomes lost 
in analysis, just as a person with normal 
hearing would lose the sense of what was 
being said if he stopped to think of every 
word as he heard it, or a typist with a 
touch system would be bogged down com- 
pletely if he thought of what keys he was 
hitting. 

Mrs. Nitchie emphasizes that lip reading 
is an art rather than a science. That is, she 
says, good lip reading must be instinctive. 
Some people of high intellect are poor lip 
readers because they have analytical minds, 
and can’t cure themselves of thinking about 
each word, while others of less education 
or intelligence might have intuition that en- 
ables them to grasp a sentence immediate- 
ly in what are called “thought-wholes.” It 
is pointed out in teaching the system that 
thought skips. Thought is much faster than 
the eye, and in reading, many words are 
unconsciously skipped because the mind has 
anticipated them. In this connection, how- 
ever, students are warned not to try to 


guess. 


MALL children, Mrs. Nitchie points out, 
can’t understand many of the words 
spoken to them by adults, but they un- 

derstand enough to get the thought. 
Teachers dislike any exaggerated claims 
for lip reading. It cannot hope to make up 
completely for loss of hearing. Too many 
lip movements are obscure—for instance, 
there is no visible difference between “hat” 
and “at,” and consonants formed by the 


back of the tongue and soft palate, such as 


K, hard G, and NG, and tongue consonants 
such as T, D, N, and Y, are not visible to 
the lip readers; and the formation of lip 
movements is too rapid for any but the ez- 
ceptional pupil to follow them all with com- 
plete accuracy. Otis Skinner, himself hard 
of hearing, had a play a number of years 
ago which dealt with a deaf man who read 
lips of people in Central Park by watching 
them with a telescope from his apartment 
windows; he came to Nitchie’s school to 
learn lip reading technique, but Nitchie nev- 
er approved of the play because he felt 
the telescope stunt was too farfetched.

ham’s jail. The building in which and 
about which it was written no longer is in 
existence, having given way to a new and 
larger structure, but Earl R. Wilson, present 
superintendent of the institution, says vis- 
itors come to see it, and, when informed 
that the musically-celebrated edifice is 
gone, content themselves with looking over 
the new one. 

After his historic musico-penal exploit in 
Birmingham, Tarlton took to the road again, 
and on the road he has remained most of 
the time since, as a performer in traveling 
shows. : 

Of a happy-golucky temperament he 
seems to be pretty well satisfied with 
that kind of life. Relatively few people 
know he is the composer of “The Birming- 
ham Jail,” for most of the published copies 
of the song failed to give him credit 
for it. That doesn’t appear to both- 
er him; he has had the fun of 
singing it many times, and he 
did get some money out of it. He 
has composed 50 or 60 other songs, 
but none of them has yielded him 
any cash. There have been other 
songs written about the Birmingham 
Jail, but Tarlton’s, it seems to be 
agreed here, was the original one, 
the model which others have fol- 
lowed. 

The other day Tarlton was in 
Birmingham, and made it a point to visit the 
City Jail. It proved to be a gala occasion. 
The Warden welcomed him and then had 
all the prisoners assembled in a large room. 
There Tarlton played and sang for them. 
The high point of the recital of course 
came when this gifted alumnus of the in- 
stitution gave the famous song with which 
years ago he had tried to express his 
feelings about being in the Birmingham 
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Hard practice is essential, of course. The 
length of time taken to acquire the ability 
varies considerably with the individual. An 
exceptional pupil may become proficient 
with two or three lessons a week for three 
months, while another may take a year or 
two. Lips can be read in any language 
which the reader can think in, but unfa- 
miliar accents present much difficulty; it 
would be harder for a Chicagoan to read 
the lips of a Southerner than those of a 
Chicagoan. Mrs. Nitchie, who does not 
speak Spanish, once taught a Guatemalan 
woman, who spoke very little English, to 
read English words on lips after painstak- 
ing effort; the woman was overjoyed to find 
out that when she returned home, she could 
easily understand Spanish conversation. 

The better a lip reader becomes at the 
art, the less he is aware that he actually 
is reading lips. Mrs. Nitchie relates that 
one woman once insisted that she had not 
learned to read lips after years of study, 
but that her hearing had improved enough 
for her to understand conversations. A test 
showed that she could “hear” only in a 
good light, not in the dark. Similarly, mu- 
sicians who become deaf often believe they 
can hear music when attending a concert 
and following a score; actually, Mrs. Nitchie 
says, they are remembering the music and 
hearing it mentaily. The mind becomes so 
accustomed to getting conversation through 
the eye rather than the ear that it is un- 
aware of the source of the brain messages. 
Mrs. Nitchie’s husband ordinarily was no 
more aware of his own lip reading than one 
is of one’s breathing, yet when he heard 
conversation in dreams, it was through lip 
reading! 

Ability in lip reading is often over- 
stated, but some unusual things have hap- 
pened through its use, Mrs. Nitchie relates. 
A woman friend of hers who is deaf, once, 
in a Chicago hotel lobby, read the low- 
toned conversation of two men who were 
officers of her husband's company, discov- 
ered they were scheming to wreck the com- 
pany, and warned her husband by tele-

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near Candia, an obscure village in an 
almost isolated section of New Hamp- 
shire, and served papers on him al- 
leging that he had defrauded the Rep- 
arations Commission and command- 
ing him to appear for trial in Ottawa.

The Canadian Government found 
that the old sea dog was going to fight 
his ship till she sank with him. He 
had taken out his first naturalization 
papers and applied for his second. 
Both sides squared off and the action 
began before United States Commis- 
sioner Charles D. Barnard at Manches- 
ter, New Hampshire, on February 5, 
1935, two months after the arrest of 
Hatfield. After several days of testi- 
mony, the commissioner found prob- 
able cause and ordered Hatfield turned 
over to the Canadian Government. The 
old captain appealed and took up his 
abode in the county jail at Manches- 
ter. For two years and three months 
he remained in jail while at least a 
dozen lawyers took part, either for the 
Canadian Government or for Hatfield, 
and the case went as far as the United 
States Supreme Court. There it ended, 
at least as far as extradition was con- 
cerned, with the Court finding no 
ground for reviewing the case. 

In the company of Canadian Royal 
Mounted Police and a United States 
Marshal, the still defiant bluenose was 
transferred to Ottawa prison where he 
remained until last September 15 when 
the eight-day trial began. The crown 
based its case on allegations that 
several members of the Gypsum Queen 
crew had reversed the testimony they 
gave before the Reparations Commis- 
sion, that a document brought to light 
in Liverpool, England, was an affidav- 

it made by Hatfield immediately after 
his rescue and stating that the ship 
had foundered as a result of a storm, 
and that an admiralty expert had told 
investigators that a torpedo would 
have inflicted much greater damage 
than was revealed at the reparations 
hearing 

W. R. Cayley, who was third of {i- 
cer of the Cymric and in charge of the 
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Louis Joseph, died in 1789. The second 
son, Charles Louis, became Dauphin, 
heir to the throne, and Duc de Nor- 
mandie. He had heen born in 1785. 
Klong with others of the royal family 
he was imprisoned in 1792. When 
Louis XVI was beheaded, the boy was 
recognized as Louis XVII By the Pow- 
ers allied against the French Revolu- 
tionists. 

Following the death of his mother, 
Marie Antoinette, little Louis was 
turned over to Antoine Simon, a cob- 
bler, who acted as his jailer and 
treated him brutally. In 1795 the French 
Republic announced that the Dauphin 
had died on June 8 of that year. It 
was at first believed he was poisoned, 
but a later version was that he had 
died of mistreatment. 

But doubt was soon cast on wheth- 
er or not the boy who died was the 
Dauphin. It was contended, and many 
historians today so believe, that the 
secret organization of French Royal- 
ists headed by the famous Baron de 
Bats succeeded in smuggling the child 
away from his captors and substituting 
another boy of similar appearance. 

Various pretenders, all claiming to 
be Louis XVII, sprang up during the 
first half of the nineteenth century. 
Most persistent and most widely be- 
lieved of these was a German watch- 


maker named Kar] Wilheim Naundorff, 
He first made his claim in Paris in 
1833, three years after Louis Phillipe 
had ascended the throne. Louis Phil. 
lipe, naturally, refused even to exam. 
ine the rival claimant's evidence in 
court, and expelled him to England 
But Naundorff never ceased to pregs 
his claim, and so impressed the Dutch 
Government that when he died in 
Delft, Holland. in 1845, the Govern. 
ment permitted upon his grave the in. 
scription, “Louis XVII, Roi de France 
et de Navarre.”

STUBBY low-wing mono- 
plane, the cockpit so far 
aft that the pilot can 
touch the rudder, takes 
off just before dawn 


from a military airdrome 

on the Suffolk coast of 

Great Britain. It climbs 

at a steep angle and 

with amazing speed. It 
is on its way to bring down a huge bomber 
from the Continent which has been reported 
heading over the Channel. In a few min- 
utes, guided by radio messages from ‘the 
battery of listening devices, the British flyer 
sights exhaust flames of the bomber at an 
altitude of 30,000 feet. 

The bomber crew laughs—ac single ship 
between them and their mission. And what 
a crazy but harmless appearing thing. Not 
even a machine gun on it. Nevertheless, 
the machine gunners in the two turrets train 
their ominous weapons on the plane and 
wait for it to approach. If it intends to ram 
them they can shoot it down before it can 
reach them. Coming up behind and about 
1500 feet above them, it goes into a power 
dive. Despite its speed, a few machine gun 
bullets hit it, but have no effect. Purposely 
missing the tail unit of the bomber by 50 or 
60 yards, the strange craft pulls out 100 
feet below and zooms with the intention of 
ramming the tail unit from underneath. By 
pulling out slightly below the big ship, the 
attacker is under fire from the “dust-bin” 
guns in the floor for only a split second. 
Again the bullets hit and have no effect. 
Then, a moment before the impact of the 
charging plane with the bomber’s tail, the 
British pilot presses a button and falls with 
his seat through the fuselage of his plane, 
parachuting to safety as his small ship 
smashes the tail unit of the bomber, send- 
ing it helpless to destruction. 

In such a manner might a bombing raid 
of the future end if the British Royal Air 
Force accepts the proposal made in the 
Royal Air Force Quarterly, semi-official 
magazine of the service, for the rammer-in- 
terceptor plane. The proposal is based on 
the old suicide plane theory, but amplified 
by the drop-seat parachute scheme which 
would give the pilot a very good chance of 
survival. Another innovation would be the 
bullet-proof bulkhead protecting the gaso- 
line tank and the flyer from frontal fire. 
The armored bulkhead would not weigh as 
much as machine gun equipment. 

The pilot would be equipped with oxygen 
apparatus and the back type of parachute. 
Ain oxygen flask, attached under the seat, 
would fall with the pilot when he pressed 
the button ‘to drop himself through the floor 
o} the fuselage, thus insuring hie safety in 
rarefied atmosphere. 

The article is confined to a description of 
the proposed plane, the method of attack, 
and comparison with present methods. The 
conclusion states: ‘The case for the ram- 
mer aircraft as compared with the present 
single-seater fighter is, in the opinion of the 
author, overwhelming. He has no doubt at 

ail that this method of defense will be used 
during the next war, whether special air- 
craft are provided or not. Therefore, why 
not have specialized aircraft to do this, and 
by this means give our pilots a better 
chance to live to fight another day?”

in arguing the case for the rammer plane, 
it is asserted that interception will not be 
any more difficult than it\now is and that 
destruction of the bomber should be child's 
play. It is pointed out that ‘there will be no 
aiming of guns, no stoppages, and no de- 
flection shots during beam cattccks-—just one 
attack against the controlling surfaces of the 
bombers. 

“The destruction of the bomber has be- 
come more and more difficult,” the article 
states. “Greater speeds, both on the part 
of bomber and fighter, have increased 
the ranges at which fighting will take place, 
and, by reducing every air battle to a pur- 
suit action, have nullified the advantages 
which the fighters had through their high 
maneuverability.

“The high speed of the bomber has also 
reduced the time available for its destruc- 
tion, and the increased fire power and de- 
fensive formation of bomber units have 
made the fighters’ task more difficult, despite 
any increase in fire power now possessed 
by fighter aircraft.” 

Another strong point in the argument for 
this proposal is that each successful attack 
would show considerable advantage on the 
side of the rammer plane, both in money, 
personnel and aircraft. One small, cheap 
plane, turned out by mass production, would 
account for a large and expensive bombcr. 
The bomber crew of several men would be 
killed or captured while the rammer pilot 
would have his chance of coming through 
to serve again. 

This proposal, if put into practice, would 
result in fleets of interceptor-rammer planes 
being - stationed oat strategic points on 
England's coast line. As military officers 
ef England and others nations point out, 
England's problem is to get a fleet of first- 
line defensive ships into the air at a min- 
ute’s notice while the heavier fighter and 
bomber planes are making ready to take off. 
A fight between a fleet of rammer-intercep- 
tor planes and a fleet of bombers would 
involve mass application of the tactics de- 
scribed in single combat. 


UCH a fight, bketween 40 or * 50 

bombers and as many rammer inter- 

ceptors, would begin with the British 
planes taking a position above and 
slightly to the rear of the enemy. This 
would be a simple matter, the rammer 
planes being lighter. Wheeling leisurely 
about, the British planes would lose altitude 
and then, when 1500 feet above the bomb. 
ers, gO into steep dives. Mass attack mini 
mizes enemy fire concentration. Throttles 
wide open, propellers snarling, the attack- 
ers plunge almost straight down at 300 miles 
an hour. Machine guns chatter venomously 
from the turrets at the plummeting little 
unarmed ships. It's awkward shooting. The 
one-pounders bark in heavy = staccato. 
The one-pounders are too slow. A single 
attacking plane, victim of a lucky hit by a 


_One-pounder shell, explodes within a hun.- 


dred feet of its intended victim. Other at- 
tackers are struck by machine gun bullets, 
but the armored deflector bulkhead pro- 
tects the gasoline tank and the pilot. The 
bullets have no effect on the engines. 

The attacking pilots experience no diffi- 
Culty in positioning themselves, as they com- 
mand a clear field of vision directly down- 
ward due to sitting at the rear of the fuse- 
lage. Coming out of their dives, they are 
under fire from the dust-bin guns for only 
a split second. It is the one chance for the 
enemy. Four or five pilots are struck and 
their planes gyrate wildly to earth. 

The relotive speed of the rammer ship 
to the bomber would not ke beyond control, 
since the bombing plane is being pursued 
by the attacking craft. In addition to en- 
abling the British pilots to attack more ac- 
curately, it also gives them a better chance 
of getting clear. 

Thirty-odd rammer planes succeed in 
smashing into the vulnerable tail units of 
the bombers and sending them spinning 
crazily downward. Twenty-five or so of the

They know that 
they are doomed if they meet more rammer 
ships and that their forces are now so de- 
pleted that they can't fight off even the 
pursuit ships. They can speed on to their 
fate or they can dump their bomb loads now
